PZ2N the year 1492. the WWeſt-Indies 
£% were diſcovered, in the tollow- 
RY Ing year they were inhabited 
by the Spaniards: a great compa=- 
F: ths ny of the Spaniards going about 
49. years agoe. The firſt place they came 
to, was Hiſpaniola, being a moſt fertile Ifland. 
and for the bigneffe of ic very famous, it be- 
ing no leſs then fix hundred miles in com- 
paſs. Round about ic lie an innumerable 
 cowpany of Iſlands, ſo throng'd with Iaha- 
bitancs, that there is not to be found a grea- 
| ter multitude of people in any part of the 
world. The Continent is diſtant from this 
about Two hundred miles, ſtretching it ſelf 
out in length upon the ſea fade for aboveTen 
thouſand miles in length. This 1s already 


found out, and more is daily diſcovered. 
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Theſe Couuntreys are ivhabited by ſuch a 7 
number of people, as if God had aſſembled 2?

forty years paſt, minding nothing elfe but 
the ſlaughttr of theſe untorrunz?re wretchee, 
whom with divers kinds of torments neither 
{cen nor heard ot before, they have fo cruel 
ly and inhumanely butchered, char of three 
millions of people which E7ſpaniola it ſelf 
did contain, there are left remaining alive 
{c2rce three hundred perſuns. And for the 
Hand of Cuba, which contains as much 
ground in length, as from Va7agelid tro Rome ; 
it lies wholly deferr, untily'd and ruin'd. 
The Iſlands ot Sr. 7cbn and forcica le waſte 
and deſolate. The Lucayan Ifanas neigh- 
bouring toward the North upon £52 and 
Hiſpaniola, being above Sixty or thereaDours 
wich thoſe Iſlands .that are vulgarly cal- 
ted the Ifſands of the Gyanrte; of which 
that which 38 leaſt fertile is more frail 
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then che King of Spains Garden at Sevil, be- | 
ing fituated in a pure fand temperate air, | 


are now totally unpeopled and deſtroyed; 
the inhabitants thereot amounting to above 


500000. ſouls, partly killed, and partly L 
forced away to work in other places : 1fo- | 


that there going a ſhip to viſit thoſe parts 
and to glean the remainder of thoſe diſtreſ- 
ſed wretches, there could be found no more 
then eleven men. - Other Iſlands there were 
near the I{land of St. Fez more then thirty 
in number, which were totally made deſert. 
All which Iſlands, though they amount to 


ſuch a number containing in length of *' 


ground the ſpace of above Two thouſand 
miles, lie now altogether ſolitary without 


any people or Inhabitanr. 


Now to come tothe Continent, we are 
confident, and dare affirm upon our own 
knowledge, that there were ten Kingdomes 


of as large an extent as the Kingdome of 


Spain, joyning to it both Arragen, and Por- 
gal, containing above a thouſand miles 
every one of them in compaſs, which the un- 
humane and abominable villanies of the 
Spaniards have made a wilderneſs of, being 
now as It were ftript of all their people,and 
made bare of all their inhabitants, though 
it were @ place formerly poſſeſſed by vaſt and 
Infinite numbers of men; And we dare confi- 
cently aver,that for thoſe Forty years, wher- 
in the Spaniards exerciſed their abominable 
cruelties, 
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crueltice, and deteftable tyrannies in thoſe 
parts, that there have innocently periſh'd 
above Twelve millions of ſouls, women and 
children being numbred in this ſad and fa- 
tall lift; moreover I do verily believe thar 
I ſhould ſpeak within compaſs, ſhould I 


ſay that above Fifty millions were conſumed 


in this Maſſacre. 

As for thoſe that came out of Spain, 
boaſting themſelves ro be Chriſtians, they 
took two ſeveral waies to extirpate this 
Nation from the face of the Earth, the firſt 
whereof was a bloudy, unjuſt, and cruel 
war which they made upon them : a ſecond 
by cutting oftall that ſo much as ſought 
to recover their liberty, as ſome of the 
ftouter fort did intend. And as for the 
Women and Children that were left alive, 
they laid fo heavy and grievous a yoke of ſ{er- 
vitude upon them that the condition of beafls 
was much more tolerable. 

Unto theſe two heads all the other ſe- 


yeral torments and inhumanities which they 


uſed to the ruine of theſe poor Nations may 
be reduced. 

That which led the Spaniards to theſe un- 
fanCified itnpieties was the deſire of Gold,to 
make themſelves ſuddenly rich,for the obtai- 
ning of dignicies & honours which were no 
way fit for them. In a word, their covetouſ- 
neſs, their ambition, which could not be 
more in any people under heaven, the 
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riches of the Countrey, and the patience 
ot the people gave occaſion to this their de 
villiſh barbari(m. For the Spaniards fo con- 
temned ther (Il now fpeak whar I have 
ſeen viithout the leaſt untrath) that they 


uſed them not like beaſts, tor that would 


have been tolcrable, but looked upon them 
as if they hag been but the dung and filth 
of the earth, and ſo little they regarded 
the health of their ſouls, that they ſuffered 
this great mniritnde to die without the 
feaſt liphc oz: Religion; neither is this lefſe 
rue ther what I have ſazd before. and that 
which thoſe cy.ants and hangmen themſelves 
dare not deny, without ſpeaking anotori- 
ous falſhood, rhat the Tidians neevr gave 


them the leaft cauſe to offer them violence,- 


but received them as Angels ſent from 
heaven, till their exceſſive crue!ties, the 
torments and {laughters of their Country- 
men mov'd them to take Armes againſt the 
Spaniards. 
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Of Hiſpaniola. 


N the Iſland of Hiſpaniola, to which the 
Spaniards came firſt, theſe (laughters and 
ruines of mankinde rook their beginning. 
They took away their women and chil- 
dren to ſerve them, though the reward 
which they gave them was a ſad and fatal 
one. Their tood got with great pain and 
dropping ſweat, the Spaniards ftill conſu- 
med, not content with what the poor In- 
dians gave them gratis out of their own 
want; One Spaniard conſuming in one day 
as much as would ſuffice three families, 
every one containmg ten perſons. Being 
thus broken with ſo many evils, afilifted 
with ſo many torments, and handled ſo 
ignominioully, they began at length to 
believe that the Spaniards were not ſent 
from Heaven. And therefore ſome of them 
hid their Children, others their Wives, 
others their Victuals in obſcure and f:crer 
places; Others not being able co endure 
a Nation that converled among them with 
ſuch a boyſtcrous impiety ſought for ſhel- 
ter in the moſt abrupt and inaccefible 
mountains. For the Spaniards while they 
were among them did not only entertain 
B 4 them 
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chem with cruel beating them with their | 
£lts, and with their ſtaves, but preſumed 
alſo to lay violent hands upon the Rulers 
and Magiſtrates of their Cities: and they 
arriv'd at that height of impudence. and 
unheard of boldneſſe, that a certain pri. 
vate Captain ſcrupled not to force the 
Wife of the moi potent King among them. | 
From which time forward they began ro | 
think what way they might take ro expell 
the Syaniards out of their Countrey. But 
good God ! what ſort of Armes had they ? 
ſuch as were as available to offend or de- 
tend as bul:uſhes might be. Which when 
the Spaniards ſaw, they came with their 
Horſemen well armed with Sword and | 
Launce, making moſt cruel havocks and | 
ilzughters among them. Overrunning Ci- 
ties and Villages, where they ſpared no ſex 
nor age; neither would their cruelty pi- | 
ty Women with childe, whoſe bellies they 
would rip up, taking out the Infant to hew 
It In pieces. They would often Jay wagers 
who ſhould with moſt dexterity either | 
cleave or cut a man in the middle, or who 
could at one blow ſooneſt cut off his head. 
Thechildren they would take by the feet and 
daſh their innocent heads againſt the rocks, 
and when they were fallen into the water, 
' 15.4 with a ſtrange and croel derifion they wonld 
W call upon them ceo ſwim. Sometimes they 
would run both Mother and Infant, being 
| | 111 
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in her belly quite through at onethcug. 

They ereted certain Gallowſes, that 
were broad but ſo low, that the tor- 
mented creatures might touch the ground 
with their feet, upon every one'of which 
they would hang thirteen perſons, blaſ- 
phemouſly affirming that they did it in ho- 


nour of our Redeemer and his Apoftles, 


and then putting fire under them, they 


burnt the poor wretches alive. Thoſe whom 
their pity did think fic to ſpare, they would 


ſend away with their hands half cur off, 
and ſo hanging by the skin. Thus upbrai- 
ding their fiight, Go carry letters to thoſe who 
lye bid in the mountains and are fled from us. 
This Death they found out alſo for the 
Lords and Nobles of the Land they ſtuck 
up forked fticks in the ground, and then laid 
certain perches upon them, and ſo laying 
them upon thoſe perches, they put a gentle 
hire under, cauſing the fire to melt them away 
by degrees,to their unſpeakable torment. 
One time above the reſt I ſaw four of 
the Nobles Iaid upon theſe perches, and 
two or three other of thefe kinde of hur- 
dles furniſhed after the ſame manner; the 


clamours and cries of which perſons be-_ 


ing troubleſome to the Captain, he gave 
order that they fhould be hang'd, bur the 
Executioner whoſe name I know, and 
whoſe parents. are not obſcure, hindred 
their Calamity from ſo quick a — 
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ſtopping their mouthes, that they ſhould 
not diſturb the Captain, and fti]Il laying 
on more wood, till being roaſted accor- 
ding to his pleaſure, they yeelded up the 
ghoſt, Of theſe and other things innu- 
merable I have been an eye-witnefſe z Now 
becauſe there were ſome that ſhun'd like 
ſo many rocks the cruelty of a Nation fo 
inhumane, ſo void of piety and love to 
mankinde, and therefore fled from them to 
the mountains ; therefore they hunted them 
with their Hounds, whom they bred up 
and taught to pull down and tear the In- 
dians like beaſts : by theſe Dogs muck hu- 
mane bloud was ſhed; and becauſe the 
Indians did now and then kill a Spaniard, 
taking him at an advantage, as juſtly they 
might ; therefore the Spaniards made a Law 
among theraſelves, that for one Spaniard fo 
ſlaine, they ſhould kill a hundred In- 
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of the Kingdomes which the Iſland of 
Hiſpaniola 4id contain. 


; tem E Ifland of Hiſpaniola had in it five 
very great Kingdomes, and five ve- 


ry potent Kings, to whom. the other 
| Lords, 
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Lords, of which there was a very great 
number were for the moſt part ſubje&; for 
there were ſome few Lords 0 peculiar 
Countries that did not acknowledge the ju- 
ri{diftion of theſe Kings; one of theſe 
Kingdomes is called Maqua, which figni- 
hes a plain. This Plain it there be any 
thing in the world worth taking notice, 
claims a very nice obſervation. For from 
the South to the North it is ftretcht for- 
ward fourſcore miles in length; in breadth 
it takes up ſometimes eight, ſometumes five, 


and ſometimes ten miles, on al] fides ic is 


ſhut iup wich very high mountains; it is 
watered by thirty thouſand Rivers and Ri- 
volets, whereof twelve 2re not lefſe then 


either Duerus, Ebrus, or Guadalgevir : and all 


the Rivers which run from the Moun- 
tains on the Weſt fide, whoſe number is 
twenty thouſand, do all of them abound 
with gold. With which Vountain the 
Province of Cibao is bounded, where are 
the Mines of Cibao, that afford the moſt ex=- 
quiſite and pure Gold which is ſo much 
valued amongus. This Kingdome was go- 
vern'd by Guarionex, who had under his 
Juriſdition as his vaſſals, Lords and Go- 
vernors ſo potent, that every one of them 
was able to bring into the neld for the 
ſervice of Guariozex, above Sixteen thou- 
ſand men apiece. Some of which Lords 1 
very well knew ; this King was not —_— 
| y 
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ly vertuous, by nature peaceful, and much 
devoted tothe King of Caſtile. This King 
commanded his ſubje&ts that they ſhould 
preſent to the Spaniards a bell full of Gold, 
which when they were nor able to do by 
reaſon that the people had but little sKill 
how to dig out the Gold, he thereupon 
commanded them to preſent the Spaniards 
with as much as they could fill, 

Here a Cacicus or Governour offer'd him- 
ſelf to the ſervice of the King of Caſtile, 
upon condition, that he would take care 
that all the Countrey from Tſabel/a to St. Do- 
znings, being five hundred miles in length, 
might be tilPd; which promiſes Iam very 
confident he would cheerfully have perfor- 
med; and then might the King ot Caſtile 
have had a revenue of above Three millions 
of Caſtilian Crowns, and there had been ſtill 
remaining in the Iſland above fifty Cities 
as large all of them as Sevjf.. 

Bat what was the recompence which they 
afforded to this milde and bountiful Prince ? 
they ſuffered one of the Spaniſh Captains 
unworthy of the name of a Chriftian to 


vitiate his Wife. He might have raiſed. 


an army and endevoured a revenge. but he 
rather choſe to leave his Kingdome and his 
dignity, and to live a baniſhed perſon in the 
Province of Coquaios, wherea potent vaſſal 
and ſubj:& of his inhabited. But the Spa- 


niards hearing of his flght, reſolved not to 
| let 
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let him Jurk any where; but immediately 
making war upon him that had received 
them ({o liberally,they never reſted cill they 
had waſted all the Kingdome to finde him 
out, at length he fell into their hands; and 
no ſooner had they taken him,bat they fer- 
tered him immediately, putting him into a 
ſhip that was bound for Spain; but the ſhip 
was wrackt by the way, many Spaniards 
periſhing, and a great treaſure of Gold be- 
ing loſt; God lo taking revenge upon their 
enormitics. 

Another Kingdome was called Marien, 
where there is a port at one end of the 
plain that looks toward the North, being 
larger and more fertile then the King- 
dome of Portyga!, and which very well de- 
ſerves to be berter peopled; for it abounds 
with Mountains wherein are great ſtore of 
Gold Mines. The name of the King that 
there ruled was Guacanzgari, under whom 
there were many other potent Lords, 
fome of whom I knew: To this place 
came the old ſea Captain that firſt diſco- 
yvered America, who was received with {o 
much courteſte and friendſhip by Guacana- 
gari, Who gave him and his aflociates all 
the help and afſliftance that might be for 
his (hip was there ſunk) that upon his 
return into Spain he would often afticm, 
that his own parents in his own Coun- 
erey Were never ſv friendly to him. This 

| king 
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King flying from the cruelty and enor- 
mous murders of the Spaniards, being de- 
priv'd of his Kingdome, died poorly in 
the mountains. The reſt of his Nobles 
ended their lives in that ſervitude and 
favery which ſhall be hereafter rela- 
red. 

The third Kingdome was 1aquana, a 
Countrey very temperate and fertile, where 
the beſt Sugar in that T{l:nd is made, In 
this Countrey at that time Canabao did 
reign, who for power, dignity, gravity, 
and the ceremonies which were uſed ro- 
wards him, far exceeded the reſt. This 
King ſuſpe&ting nothing lefſe, was by the 
craft and ſubtlety of the Spamards taken 
in his own houſe; whom when they had 
taken they put a ſhipboard to ſend him to 
Caſtile; but there . being fix fhips in the 
Port ready to ſet fayle, the fea began to 
{well fo bigh, and to be (o unruly, that 
all che fix ſhips with che Spaniards in them, 
rogether with King Canabao, who was la- 
den with chains, all periſhed in the waves. 
The great God ſhewing the Judgement: 
of his wrath upon theſe unjuſt and wick- 
ed wretches as he had done upon the others. 
This King had three or four brothers ſtout 
and valiant men, who being offended at 
the Captivity of vheir Lord and King, hea- 
ring of the devaſtations and rapines daily 
committed by the Spaniards in theſe Coun- 
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tries, and underſtanding that their brother 
was dead, refolved to take armes for the 
reliefe of their Countrey; but the Spani- 
ards meeting them with a certain number 
of horſe, which are a very great terror 
to the Indians made ſuch a ſlaughter among 
them, that they depopulated the greateſt 
part of this Countrey. 

The Fourth Kingdome was called Xa- 
r4aqua, being in the centre and middle of 
the whole Iſland, for eloquence of lan- 
guage, as alſo for good government and 
gentile cuſtomes, it excels all the reſt, 
there was in ic a great company of Lords 
and noble men, and tor the people them- 
{ſelves they were the moſt comely in the 
whole I{land. The King of this Coun- 
trey was called Behechio, who had a iiſter 
who was called Anacaona. Both the Bro- 
ther and the Siſter were very bounrifull 
to the Spaniards, for they had freed them 
from the dangers of imminent death,ſhew- 
Ing great kindneſfſes to the Kings of Ca- 
ſtile. Bebechis being dead, the Kingdome 
was ſolely govern'd by his Siſter. Now 


it happened one day, that the Governour 


of the Iſland with fixty Horſe, and three 
hundred Fooc (though the Horſemen were 
ſufficient not only to waſt the Iland,bur al- 
ſo the whole Continent)cal'd to him about 
three hundred of the Peers and Lords "on 
the

the Nation, the greateſt part whereof who 
were the more powertu], having by cratc 
got them together ina ſtraw Cottage, hc 
cauſe to be burnt alive together with the 
houſe, the reſt with an infinite fight of 
people he cauſed to be put to death bythe 
Souldicrs, who murdred the poor people 
like dogs with their Swords and Launces. 
As for Anacaona the Queen, that he might 
{eem to be more courteous to her, he cauled 
her to hang her ſelf. And ifit nappened 


that any who were either moved with com; 
paſſion, or covetoutſneſle, thinking to make 


lacqueys or ſervants of the Children, had 
ſet them behinde their horſes, another 
would come behinde them, and either run 
them through, or cut off their legs it they 
hung down upon the horſe fides. And when 
certain of the Indians, who eſcaped this 
farious maſſacre fled into an [{land diſtant 
from them about fome eight miles, they 


- were by the Governour condemned to 


perpetual ſervitude. 

The fifth Kingdome was called Hiquey, 
where an ancient Queen, by name Hiqua- 
nama, governed, who wes afterward cruci- 
hed by the Spaniards : and there was an 
infinite number of thoſe whom I here 
ſaw partly burnt alive, partly: torne to 
pieces, partly put to other tortures, or re- 


deemed from death, to a worſe miſery and 
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captivity. Now there is ſo much to be 
ſaid concerning the {laughters and devaſtati- 
ons made by the Spaniards, fo many ftories 


to be reckoned up,as would be hardly con- 


cained in writing, it being impoſſible to 
ſet down one thing of a hundred: for a 
conclufion of what I have ſaid before, I 
will only adde one thing more, aftirming 
upon my conſcience, that forall the fore 
rehearſed enormities and villanies com- 
mitted by the Spaniards, yet the Indians 
gave them no more occaſion to perpetratec 
ſo many detceftable cruelties upon them, 


| then the moſt religious perſons living in 


the moſt reformed Monaſteries give to the 
Nations where they dwell, to extirpate. 


themz and they had as little reaſon to 
condemn to a perpetual ſlavery that poor 
remnant that efcaped alive. And this I 
ſhall further adde, that Ido verily believe, 
that at that time when the Spaniards began 
this horrid perſecution, they had not com- 
mirted the leaſt crime againft the Spaniards 
that could merit any revenge. And this 
I alſo dare affirm, that the In4izns had al- 
wates juſt reaſon to raiie warre againſt the 
Spaniards, and that the Spaniards on the 
contrary, had never ahy iegall cauſe of 
quarrel againſt thew, but only alwaies ar 
Intention to exerciſe a fury on them 


Syd. 
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digal rage, , that ever made the worſt of ty- | 
rants infamous. | 
The wars being now at an end, and the 
inhabitants all killed up, the women and 
children being only reſerved, they divi- 
ded them among themſelves, giving to one 
thirty, to another forty, to one a hun- 
dred, to another two hundred, and thoſe 
thar had moſt, received them on this con- 
dition, that they ſhould inſtru& thera in 
the Catholick Faith, though commonly 
their Maſters were a company of ſtupid, 
ignorant, and covetous fellowes, and de- 
filed with all manner of vices. But the 
main care was to fend the men to work 
in the Gold Mines, which is an intolera- 
ble labour, and to ſend the women to 
manure and til] the ground; an exerciſe 
fit only for the ftouteſt men. Thele they 
icd with nothing but roots and kearbs, 
io that the milk of women with childe be- 
ing dried up, by that reaſon the poor lit- 
tle infants died. And the men being ſe- 
parated from the women, there was no 
more iffue to be expeaed from them. 
The men periſhed in the Gold Mines with 
huvger and labour, the women periſhed 
10 the fields, being tired out with the ſame 
calamiries : and thus wasa vaſt number of 
the inhabitants of this Hland wholly ex- 
tirpated, Peſides all this they cauſed them 
oO 
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to carry great burdens of a hundred and 
fourſcore pound, and co travell with it a 
hundred or two hundred miles. They were 
alſo forc'd to carry the Spaniarus up and 
doun in their Hamechs, uſing them in 


manner of beafts to carry their burthens_ 


and the neceſſaries of their journeys. And as 
for the blows which they gave them with 
whips, cudgels and their ftts, wherewith 
they continually cormented them in their 
labour, I could be hardly able co finde ei- 
ther tame or paper to make a narration large 
enough of thoſe things. 

Now it is here to be noted that the defo- 
lation of theſe Iſlands and Provinces hap- 
pened after the death of Queen Tjabel, who 
deceaſed in the year 1504, tor betore that 
time few of the Provinces were Intrenched 
upon by any unjuſt war, or over-flowed 
with this deluge of devaſtation; or if any 
thing was before that time done, it was 
conceal'd from the knowledge oftheQ cen, 
for ſhe was alwayes zealous and 1olici- 
rous for the ſatery and proſperity of this 
poor people. 

And this may be alſo afenerall rule, 
that the Spawards to what ever part of 
the Indies they did come to, after that time 
cealed nut ro cxerciſe their abomina. 
ble (hzughters, tyrannies, and execra- 


ble oppreſiions upon the poor people, 
2 and

and being delighted wich new kindes of 
corments, daily encreaſed their cruelty 
and rage. 


Of the Iſlands St, John and Jamaica, 


N the year 1509, the Iſlands of St. John 
| pb Famaica that look'd like fruitful gar- 
dens, were poſſeſſed by the Spaniards, with 
the ſame bloudy intentions, as the other 
were; for there they alſo exerciſed thelr 
accuſtomed cruelties, killing , burning, 
roafting men, and throwing them to the 
dogs, as alſo by oppreſfling them with ſun- 
dry and various torments in the Gold 
Mines, as if they had come to rid the earth 
of theſe innocent and harmeleſſe creatures, 
of whom above fix hundred thouſand were 
murthered in theſe two Iflands, fo laviſh 
were the Spaniſh ſwords of the bloud of 
theſe poor ſouls, ſcarce two hundred more 
remaining ; the reſt periſhed without the 
leaſt knowledge of God. 


Of 
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of the Iſland of Cuba. 


N the year, 1511. they went over in- 

co the I{land of Cuba, which extends as 
far in length as It is from Valladolid to 
Rome, in which there were many fair Pro- 
vinces, inhabiced with an infinite number 
of people, where the humanity and cle- 
mency of the Spaniards was not only as lit- 
tle as it had been in otherplaces, but their 
cruelty and rage much greater. In this 
Ifland many things were done worthy ob- 
ſervation. A certain Lord of great power 
among them by name Hathvey, who had 
fled over to Caba, that he might avoid ci- 
ther death or perpetual captivity, hear- 
ing by ſome ot the Indians that the Spaniards 
werealſo come into this Iſland, having aſ- 
ſembled the Indians together, he began as 
followeth : 


Countrymen and Friends, you are not igno-= 
rant of the rumour by which we underſtand 
that the Spaniards are come among 1s, nei- 
ther am 1 now to tell yiu how they have uſed 
the inhatitants of Hapti (to the call Hijpa- 
niola, in the Indian Janguzge) you kno it 


by a ſad experience : nor can we hope to finde 
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them more merciful then they did. Then 
quorth he, Countreymen do you know the Errand 
which brings tbem hither ? To whom they re- 
plyed, that was unknown to them, yet they fur- 
ther rcplyed, that that they were well aſſured 
of the cruel nature of the Spaniard. Then 
quoth he, le tell ye the cauſe of their coming. 
1 hey do worſhip ſome covetous and wnſatisfted 
Deity, and to content the greedy worſhip of that 
Celeſiial Power, they require many things from 
ws, uſirg all their endevour to murthzr and en- 
favew. Vhich having ſaid, taking upa 
{ittle Cheſt filled with Gold, he proceeded 
in theſe words : Behold here the God of the 
Spanlards.and therefore if you think fitting,let us 
daunce and ſing before this their God, Perhaps we 
may thereby appeaſe bis rage, and he well then” 
command the Spantards to let 1s alone : Who 
with an unanimous ſhout cryed out all, 
Tl ſaid, well ſaid; and fo they went to 
dauncing round this box, not ceaſing till 
they had ſufficiently wearied themſelves. 
Then the Lord Hathvey going on with his 
ipeech, quoth he, If we do keep this God til] 
he be taken from ws, weſhall be ſurely ſlain, and 
therefore I think it expedient for us to caſt it in- 
to the River; ſo his counſel] being fol- 
lowed, che Cheſt was caſt into the R'i- 
ver. 

When the Spaniards had landed in this 
INand, this nuble man that had fufhcienr 
rryal 
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tryai of their manner, avuided them as 14 
much as he could, ſtill flying trom them | 
and defending himſelt by force of armes 
upon all occafhons. Bur at length being 
taken, for no other reaſon, but becauſe he a 
fled from thoſe that ſought his life, and & 
defended himſelf that he might not be tor- # 

mented to death, he was by the Spaniards J 
burnt alive. While he was tyed to the I 
ftake, there came to him a Monk of the { 
Order of St. Francs, who began to talk 4 
co him of God and of the Articles of our | 
Faich, telling him, that the ſmall reſpire 
which the Executioner gave him was ſufh- 
clent for him to makeſure his ſalvation 
if he believed, Upon which words after 
-Hathvey hada little while paus'd, he asked | 
the Monk if the door of heaven was open to be 
the Spaniards, who anſwering, Tes, to the i 
good Spaniards. . Then replyed the other, . 
Let me go to Hell that I may not come 1% 
where they are. 

It happened once that the Cicizens of.a | 
very fair City diſtant about twelve miles [ 
from the place where we were, came forth =_ 
of the City to do us honour, and to ſub- | 
mit themſelves to the King ot Caſtile, but 
chey being returned home, the Governour Wi 
of the Spaniards about the middle of the Fl 
night as they were ſlecping in their bed, ul 


and leaſt ſuſpeRing any ſuch thing, ſent a (4, 
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company who came ſuddenly upon them, 
and jet fire upon their houſes, burning up 
both men, women and children, here tome 
they murthered, athers whom they ſpared, 
they tormented to make them rell where 
they had hid their Gold, after which they 
made them their {laves, having firſt marked 
them in the body: and immediately as 
ſoon as the fire was ſpent, they ran to finde 
out the Gold. Art that time the Spa- 
wiards got above ten hundred thouſand 
Crowns of Gold, out of which the King 
ſcarce had three. hundred thouſand ſent 
him; there were thin in this place eight 
hundred thouſand people; and thoſeother 
Tyrants that came afterwards, cmptied the 
I{land ofthoſe that remained. 

Among all the notorious enormities 
commicred by the foreſaid Governour, 
there is one notto be omitted - a certain 
noble Indian preſenting him, perhaps more 
tor fear then love, a preſent of above nine 
thouſand Crowns, the Spaniards not con- 
tent with this, tied him to a ſtake, and 
ſtretching out his Legs, put fireto them, re- 
quiring a greater ſum of Gold, who nor 
able to cudure the torment fent home for 
three thouſand more ; notwithſtanding the 
Spartards with a freſh rape began to torment 
him again, but ſeeing that he was able ro 
?ive them no more, they kept him ſo Jong 
OVer 
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over the fire till his marrow dropr from 
the ſoles of his feet, whereof he died. 
Theſe were the torments wherewith they 
murthered not only the common People, 
but the Peers and Lords of thoſe Na- 
tions. . | 
Sometimes it would happen, that a Band 
of Spamards ranging abroad would lighr 
upon a mountain where the Indians were 
fled for proteQtion from their cruelty, where 
they immediately fell upon the Indians, 
killing the Men,and taking the Women and 
Virgins captive ; & whena great company 
of the Indians purſued them with weapons 
for the recovery ottheir Wives and Chil- 
dren,they reſolving not to let gotheir prey, 
when the Indians came near them; immedi- 
arely wich the points of their ſwords ran 
the poor Women and Children through 
the bodies. [[pon which the wretched Indi- 


ans beating their brefts for griet would now 


and then burſt forth in theſe words, O per- 
verſe men, O cruel Spaniards, What will ye 
kill belpleſſe women £ 

| There was the houſeof a Noble man 
diſtant from Panama above 15. miles; he 
was by name called Parz, and he was very 
wealthy in Gold; to him the Spaniards came, 


and by him they were entertained like Bro- 


thers,he giving to the Ciprain, as a Preſent, 
fifteen thouſand Crowns; who by thar 
Per- 
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perceiving that he muſt of neceſſity have a 
very great treaſure, tejgned a departure,but 
about the middle of the night returning 
again entred the City, ſet it on fire, ſacri- 


icing the poor people to the flames. Hence 


they took away about fifty or ſixty thou- 
ſand Crowns, The Noble man eſcaping, 
gathered together what force he could and 
made after the Spaniards, who were gone 
away with no lefſe then a hundred and 
forty thouſand Crowns of his own Trea- 
ſure; when he had overtaken them, he 
fell upon them, and having {lain above fifty 
of the Spaniards, he recovered his Gold 
again. The reſt ſaved themſelves by flight. 
But not long after the Spaniards retur- 
ned with greater force upon the Noble 
man and having routed him, made flaves 


of all his people. 
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Of the Province of Nicaraqua. 


N the year 1522. the foreſaid Gover- 

nour went to ſubdue the Province of 
Nicaraqua. There 18s no man that can ſufhici- 
ently cxpreſle the fertilicy of this I{land, the 
temperateneſs of theair, or the multitude 
of the people that did inhabic it. There was 
a vaſt number of people in this Province, 
for it contained divers cities above four 
mile in length : and for plenty of fruits 
(which was the cauſe that it was fo ex- 
treamly well habitcd) without compare. 
This people becauſe their Countrey was 
all plain and leve}, had not the ſhelter of 
the Mountains, neither could they be calily 
perſwaded to leave it, fo pleaſant was their 
habitation. And therefore they endured 
far the greater miſery, and perſtcution,and 
underwent a more un{ufferable {lavery,be- 
Ing the leſſcable to bear is, by how much 
they were of a mild: and gc: uk nature. 
This Tyrant vex'd ard tormented theſe 
poor creatures with ſo many continual in- 
juries, flaughters, captivities and crueltics, 
that no tongue 1s able to exprelle them. 
Into this terricory he {cnt above fitty horle, 
who totally cxtirpatred the pzople of this 
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Province by the Sword, {paring no age nor 


{cx, not for any wrong they did them, 
but ſometimes it came not ſo ſpeedily 
when they called as they expe&cd, or it 


they brought not ſuch quantities of corn 


as they impoſed, orif they did not bring 
a ſufficient quantity of Indians to their {cr- 
vice : for the Countrey being in a plain 
there was no avoiding the tury of the 
Horſemen. 

He commanded theſe Spaniards to go pil- 
tage and depopulate other Countreys, per- 
niitting to theſe Robbers, and Hangmen,to 
bring away and enſlave what number of 
theſe poor people they pleaſed : whom 
they laded with chains that weighed above 
f1xty or fifty pound, that they might not 
have the opportunity of eſcaping, ſo that 
it ſeldome hapned that above four in four 
thouſand returned home; and if either 
throug h the weight of their chaine, or ſor 
hunger or thirſt they did chance to faint 
by the way, becauſe they would not hin- 
der ther journey, they cut off their heads 
1m mediately, throwing the head in one 
placeand the body in another. And the 
poor captive Indians When they ſaw the 
Spaniards preparing for ſuch journeys, at 
their departure would weep and fall into 
theſe kinde of fad expreliions, Theſe are the 
journeys that we have often gone, to ſerve 

the 
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the Chriſtians, and then we could rewrn 
home again to vifit our Wives and Chil- 


dren, but now all hope is cut off from 


us, and we muſt never fee them more. 

It happened alſo,by reaſon that it came 
into the Governors minde tochange the 
Indians from one Maſter to another, pre- 
tending to take away force from ſome that 
he ſaw began to envie him, that there was 
no ſeed time nor harveſt for a whole year ; 
now rather then the Spaniards would want, 
they took it from the Indians, by which 
means there periſhed no lefſe then thirty 
thouſand people; which cauſed one woman 
for hunger to eat her own childe. 

And becauſe theſe Cities and other pla- 
ces were ſuch pleaſant abodes, theretore 
the Spaniards took up their habitations in 
theſe places, dividing the poſſeſſions among 
themlelves; and as for the Indians, both old 
and young they lived in the houſes of the 
Spaniards, drudging day & night in a perpe- 
tual captivity, who ſpared nor the ſmalleſt 
- children, but impos'd on them burdens as 
much as they were able to bear, and {fome- 
times more ; & by this means allowing then 
neither houſes nos any thing elſe proper © 
chemſelves, they defiroyed them daily, and 
do daily deftroy them : fo that they excee- 
ded the cruelcies whick they had commirred 
mn Hiſpenio'a. | 
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They hafined alſo the death of many of 
theſe poor people, by forcing them to carry 
timber and planks for ſhipping co the port 
that was diſtant about thirty miles from 
ik this place; compelling them alſo to fetch 
ina honey and wax from the Mountains,” where 
i they were many times devoured by the 
ly Tygres. Neither were they aſhamed to lade 
1H and burthen Women with childe, as if 
{+ they had been' only beafts for carri- 


> cas ; 
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It But there was no greater plague that 
Lt depopulated this Countrey, then a liber- 
1 


1} ty granted by the Governour to the Spa- 
[1's _ niards, torthe requiring of ſlaves and cap- 
L tives fromthe Nobles and potent men of 
the Kingdome ; who as often as the Spa- 
niards obtained leave to demand them, 
VWhich was every four or five moneths, and 
ſometimes oftner, gave them conſtantly 
fifty ſervants, whom the Spaniards till 
threatned, rthatif they would not be obedi- 
eNt, they wouldeither burn them alive, or 
throw them to the dogs. Now tecauſe 
| the Indians have but few ſervants, for it is 
1f a very great matter to ſee above three ſtr- 
1 vants in that place waiting upon a Noble 
man; therefore the Noubility were fain 
ro come to their ſubjeas, from whom tilt 
they took all the Orphans, then coming 
+ to thoſe that had many children, from them 
LhaT 
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that had two they took one, and from thoſe 


who had three they demanded two ; and 


thus they were fain to make up the Num- 
ber which the threatning Tyrant required, 
while the poor peaple wept and deplor'd 
the ſad misfortune of their Children, over 


whom they are very tender. Which being 


done for a daily continuance, in ten or 
ewelve years they made a clean riddance of 
. the inhabitants out of this place. For 
every foot there came five or fix ſhips which 
returned full of Indians into the Regions 
of Panama and Peru, where they were 
ſold, and ended their dales in capti- 
vity. For experience hath caught us this, 
that when ever the Indians are removed 
from their accuſtomed habications into 
other climates, they quickly die; the Spa- 
niards neither affording them ſufficient 
food, nor in times of fickneſſe diminiſhing 
their labour, for which end they were on- 
ly bought. And thus the number of peo- 
ple hurried from the enjoyment of their 
freedome into a ſad and laborious caprivi- 
ty, amounted to five hundred thouſand 
ſouls, of which above fifty or fixty thou- 
ſandare already periſhed, and more daily 
periſh. All theſe Maffacres were commir- 
ied within the ſpace of fourteen years. 
There may be now remaining inthe Pro- 
vince of Nicaragua perhaps ſome —_— 
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five thouſand men, though they daily di- 


miniſh through the immoderate oppreſlions 
of the Spaniards, Notwithftanding in for- 
mer time for number of people, it was 
the moſt flouriſhing place in the whole 
world. 


of New Spain. 


N the year 1517. New Spain was diſco- 
| bikers after thediſcovery of which they 
did nothing ficſt or ſecond, but immedi- 
ately fell to their old praftiſes of cruelty 
and {laughter : for in the tollowing year 
the Spaniards ( who call themſelves Chri- 
flians) went thither to rob and kill; 
though they gave out that they went to 
people the Countrey, From that year un- 
to this preſent year 1542. the violence, 
injuſtice and tyrannies of the Spaniards 
came to their ſul: height; and now quite 
forgetting their humane natures, they laid 
aſide all fear of God or of theic King. For 
the {Jaughters, maſſacres, cruelties, deva- 
ſtations of Countreys, deftruttions of Ci- 
ties, violences, tyrannie!, and rapincs of 
the Spaniards, which they did commit in 

theſe 
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thefe ſo many ſeveral and fo large King- 
domes, are ſo numberleſſe, and firike the 
minde with fach a horror, that thoſe 
which we have before refatcd, are nothing 
in reſpe& of theſe which we are to relate, 
being all perpetrated in the year 1518. 
and continued to this very. moneth in a 
moſt ſad and dreadfull manner; fo that what 
we ſaid before holds very true, that the 
7 ym {tj]]I went on from bad to worſe, 
themfelves ſtriving to exceed chemfelves in 
 wickedneſle. 

And thus from the firſt entry of the Spas 
| wiards into New Spain, which happened up- 
on the tenth day of the moneth of 'Aprif, 
* continuing from the eighteenth year uncilf 
| the thirtieth, in which ſpace of time are 
| contained rwelye years compleat, therehath 
| been no end of the bloudy maſkicres and 
cruel flaughters of the Spaniards, perpetra- 
' ted In the continent of Mexico and the 
| parti adjJoyning, which contained four or 
| five large Kingdomes, that neither for com- 
| paſſe nor fertility gave place to Spain. All 
| this region was more populous then either 
| Toledo, Sevill, Valadolid, Aupnſta Celarea, or 
| Faventia 3 nay I way affirm that there is 
not at this preſent, neither was there when 
| thoſe places were at the higheit of their 
flouriſhing eſtate, ſo many peopue as in 
| thoſe parts, which take up the ſpace ot 
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abovea thouſand a and cight bundred miles. 
In theſe ten or twelve years, what with 
Men, Women, Youths,and Chijdren,above 
four millions were by the Spaniards .qpnſu- 
med part by fire, part by the ſword in 
theſe. ,deſtrutive wars; wars more unjuſt 
and more condemn'd both by the + of 
God and men, then any rg on of the 
Turk againſt the Catholique Religion. 
Neither do we now reckon thoſe that died 
under the intolerable yoke and burdens of 
their captivity, 

There is no language, no art or humane 
ſcience, that can avall to recite the abomi- 
nable crimes and bloudy aQions commit- 
ted by theſe enemies not only of Common- 
wealths, but of all humane ſocieties ;nei- 
ther can any diligence, or time of writing 
ſafficiently aggravate the circumſtances of 
theſe deteſtable deeds. Notwithſtanding 
ſomething I ſhall ſay of every one of them ; 
though I do ſerioufly proteſt, that I con- | 
not rehearſe one thing of a thouſand in .re- 
ſpect of all that were done. 
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"'A. Mong other grand murthers of theirs, 
{£ KL they committed one more notorious 
in the City Cholula, which did contain 
above thirty thouſand families. All the 
potent men of that Region, withthe Prieſts 
who brought along with them theic chief 
Prieſt alſo, came ro meet the Spaniards; 
and that their reception and entertainment: 
might be the more honourable, they agreed 
to entertain the Spantards in the houſes of 
the greateſt Noble men; but here the Spa- 
niards conſulted how to begin their maſ- 
ſacres,or as they call'd them, chaftiſfements 


of the people, that they might keep in awe 
every corner of the Countrey' with the 


terror of their cruelties. For this was 
their common cuſtome, that they no ſoo- 
ner: had ſet footing in any place, but they 
committed immediately ſome notorious 
violence upon the people, that the reft 
mighc ftand in the greater fear of them. 
They ſent therefore to the ſupreme Lord 
.of the Ciry, asalſo to all the other Lords 
and - Governours, that they ſhould give 


| thema meeting, bur they were no ſooner 


come to parley, but they were all imme- 
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diatcly laid hold on, leaving none to car- 
ry back theſe bad tidings to the reſt ; firſt 
they de manded. of them fix thouſand 1n- 
dians, to carry the Luggage which they had 
with them, which when they were brought 
rogether they ſhut up in their bouſes. Ic 
was a ſad ſpectacle ro behold this poor 
people preparing themſelves to carry thoſe 
burthens. They came naked, covering on- 
ly their ſecret parts, and at their ſhoulders 
hung a little Net wherein they kept their 
food ; and thus while they ftooped under 
their burthens, they Iay open to. all the 
cuts and blowes of the Spaniſh weapons. 
Now being in this manner gathered toge- 
ther in a great and wide place, part of the 
Spaniards all in armes, Rtood at the door to 
keep the reft out, while others with Swords 
and Launces kill'd the 'innocent Lambs, 
ſo that not one eſcaped. Aﬀer three or 
four dates were expired, ſome that had 
hid themſslves among the dead bodies all 
over beſmeered wich bloud, came with all 
ſubmiſtion imploring mercy and compaſſi- 
on from them ; but they not ar all regar- 
ding their tears, nor moved with their 
lamentations, immediately hew*d them to 
pieces. All the Lords and Noble men, 
were kept a while in chains, and aker- 
ward at the Commandement of the Spaniſh 
Captain, ried to ſtakes and burnt to death. 

But 
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But the King of the whole Countrey eſca- 
ped, with about thirty or torty men, be- 
taking himfelf to a Temple which was like 
a Caſtle, and in theic language called 
Buu; thergdefending himſclt a good part 
ot the day ; but the Spaniards out of whoſe 
hand few of them, eſpecially the ſouldiery 
eſcap'd, ſetting the Temple on fire, burnt 
themall that were within alive, who as 
they were dying, brake forth into theſe 
lamentations: O wicked men, how have 
we injured you, that you ſhould thus tor- 
ment us? Away, away tq Mexiwm, where our 
chief Lord Montenchnma will revenge our 
quarre]l. This is alfo' reported that while 


the Spaniards were bufily aRing this blou- 


dy Tragedy, killing and deftroying above 
fix thouſand innocent creatures,their chiet 
Captain in fport ſung theſe verſes : 


One flame the Roman *City now de- 
ſtroyes, 

And fhrieks of people made a diſmal 
noyte, 

While Nero ſung, and moyed with de- 
light, 


From Tarpey Hill beheld the wofull 


Another butchery was by them commit- 


| ted in the City of Tepeaca, which was a 


D 3 much 
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much Jarger City then the former. Here 


Departing from Cholula they came to 
Mexico, the King whereot Montenchuma ſent 
che Peers and Nobles of this Realm with 
innumerable preſents to meet them, who 
all the way teſtified by ſeveral ſports and 
folemniries, the joy which they had for 
1'þ their arrivall; When they approached neer 
| the wal of the City,the Kings Brother came 
4 forth with many Noble men to meet him, 
if who brought many gifts of Gold and Sil- 
| ver, to preſent them with. Coming 
i ro the entry of the City, there ſtood the 


[i King himſelf with all his attendants, 
' who being carcicd in a golden Litter 
bo accompanied them to the Palace which 
{8 was prepared for them. But that very day, 
| 28 wasto!ld rheby ſome that were there, 
4 they ſ{eiſed upon the King, little ſuſpe- 


Eting any fuch matter, ſetring a guard up- 
on his perſon of above eighty Souldiers : 
aſter that they put him in chains. But here 
_ patſing by many things which might be 
q 7: ſaid ; I will relate one thing worthy ob- 
$ ſ:rv:tion. The Governor being call'd 
away ty quell one of his Captains that 
4 had taken armes againſt him, and having 
| it Mortenchuma with a guard of 7's; A 

un- 
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huwidi:d, it came Into 7.4 mindes Ot the 
Spyuniaiis to do ſomething which might 
render them dreadful and terrible to che 


Indians; which was a policy,as I ſaid before, 


they did often uſe. In the mean while all 
the Nobility and commonalty 9f the Ci- 
ty minded nothing elſe but to exhiiarace 
the minde of their captive King with fe- 
vera] varletics of ſports and recreations. 
Among which there was none that they 
uſed morethen dancirigs and revellings, 
which they performed all night long in 
the ſtreets. Theſe exerciſes they in their lan- 
guape call'd Miretes, but the H{landers Areytos. 
To thele recreations they bring together 
all their wealth and richeſt garments, and 
what ever they do eſteem precious ; uſing 
them as the greateft teſtimonies of gliad- 
nefſe.e The Nobles alſo and Princes of 
the Royal bloud every one according to 
their degree, were buie in theſe ſporrcs in 
thoſe places which were neareſt the houſes 
wherethe King was detained captive. Not 
far from the Palace there were above two 
thouſand youths, being all the children 
of the Nobility, and indeed the flower of 
the Nobility which were in Muntenchuma's 
Kingdome. To theſe came the Captain ot 
the Spaniards with a ſmall party of Sou!- 
diers, ſending other Troops to other parts 
of the City, as it they only came- to be 
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peCtators. But the Captain had given com- 

mand that at a certain hour they ſhould 
fallupon them ; and he himſelt being abouc 
to lead the way, cry'd out, St, Fago, letus 
ruſh in upon them. The word being thus 
given, the Souldices all fell on, and with 
their (words began to hack and hew thoſe 
delicate bodies, ſpilling that generous and 
noble bloud with ſuch an unheard of 
malice, that they left not one alive. And 
doing thus to others in other places, 
there fell a diſmal fear and amazement up- 
on the whole Countrey. Nor will theſe 
Poor creatures doubtleſſe ever forget as 
long as the world ſtands, to lament and 
bewail in their ſolemnities the fad cala- 
mity and ruine of the whole ſeminary of 
their Nobility, of which they were wont ſo 
much to boaſt. 

The Indians beholding this unheard of 
cruelty and injuſtice committed upon ſuch 
2 number of innocent ſouls, having with 
long patience endured the captivity of 
their King, who had charg'd them to be 
quiet, now ran all to their arms,and falling 
upon the Spaniards, wounded many, the 
reſt narrowly eſcaping : at length the Spa- 
ziards putting a Dagger to the breſt of 
the King Montencuwma threatned to kill him 
unlefſe he would look through the win- 
4 dow and command his ſubje&s to lay down 
11 their 
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their armes. Bur the Indians at that time 
cantemning the commands of their King, 
choſe them a Captain whom they made 
chief Commander of all their Forces. By 
this time the forementioned Governour 
was returned from ſubduing his enemy, 
bringing with him a greater number of 
Spaniards then he carryed away with him. 

hereupon the Indians defiſted from do- 
Ing any thing more untill he was en- 
tred into the City. But then gathering 
together very great Forces, they foughe 
ſo vigorouſly, that the Spaniards deſpai- 
ring of viaory reſolved to retreat in a 
cempeſiuous night and to leave the City. 
Which being known to the Indians, they 
- cut off abundance of them upon the bridges 
of the Lakes: neitheir can any man de- 
ny but that they did it juſtly, for the rea- 
ſons above rehearſed. Afterwards the Spa- 
niards having recolle&ted more forces, there 
followed that greac contegtion in the Ci- 
ty, wherein they committed ſo many ſe- 
vera] butcheriles upon the Irdians,by killing 
and burning both the Commonalcy and 
the Nobllity in a moſt barbarous: man- 
ner. 

Having committed ſo many deteitable 
ſlaughters upon the Indians in Mexico, and 
other places diſtant ten, fifteen and ewenty 
miles trom thence, this tyrannical plague 
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proceeded to infeſt and depopulate the Ci- 


ty of Panuco. There was a wonderful fre- 
quency of people in that Countrey, nel- 
ther were the \laughters, that were there 
committed, lefſe remarkable. In the like 
mavner they laid waſte the Provinces of 
Tatepeca, Tpilcinyorium, «nd Columa, every one 
of which is of as large a compaſſe as the 
Kingdomes of Legimna and Caſtile, It Is a 
very hard thing, if not altogether impoſſi- 
ble, to rec.teall the murthers and cruelties 
therecomwitted ; befides that, it would cloy 
the reader. 

Here we muſt obſerve, that they entred 
into theſe Kingdomes and territories, 


(which for the abundance of people ought 


£0 have been the joy ofall true Chriftizans) 
upon no pretence, but as they ſaid to re- 
duce them ro ſlavery. For at their firſt 
entrance they commanded them to ſwear 
fealty and obedience to the King of Spain, 
& thoſe that would not come in and ſub- 
mit themſelves to the will of ſuch nnjuſt 
and cruel men, they proclaimed rebels, and 
and accus'd them of that crime to the 
King. The blindneffe of the chief Gover- 
nours of the Indies not permitting them to 
diſcern, that no man can be called a Rebel] 

who is not before a Subjedt. 
This cruel Tyrant leaning upon this 
pretence, ſent two other Captains excel- 
ling 
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ling himfelt in tury, and impiety to Guati- 
malathe moſt fertile and moſt flouriſhing 
Kingdome both for men and fruit of any 
that were ſituated fouthward. They had 


alſo received commands to viſit the King- 


domes of Naco, Honduras, and Guaimara 
looking toward the north, and being di- 
ſtant: from Mexico above three hundred 
miles; the one was ſent by land, the other 
by ſea, being both of them well furniſhed 
with men and ammunition for Horſe and 
Foot. 

And this I dare afirm, that the enormi- 
ties committed by theſe two Captains, 
and by him eſpecially that was ſent to 


Guatimala (for the other dyed an evill death 


in good time) are enough t@ fill a parti- 
cular volume, ſo many were the {laughters, 
violences, injuries, butcheries, and beaftly 
deſolations which they perpetrated, as do 
not only amaze tbe preſent, but muſt of 
neceſſicy ſtrike a horror into future ages - 
for in this place their abominacions and 
devaſtations were more fatal then in any 
place before. 

As for him that went by ſea,he vex'd all 
the ſhore with his incurftons and cruelties, 
to whom there came certain out of the 
Kingdome of Tucatan, which lies in the 
way to the Kingdomes of Naco, and Nay- 


murg, Whither he was then marching, and 
brought 
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brought him many preſents, yet he was no 
ſooner come into 'the Countrey, but he 
ſent the ſouldiers to depopulate and wafte 
the ſame, who ceaſed not to com- 
mic many abominable outrages. Among 
the reſt, a certain ſeditious rebel encring 
into a region bordering upon Guatemala, 
burne up their City, killing the Inhabi- 
rants, and laying wafteall the Countrey, 
which he did on purpoſe, that if he ſhould 
be purſued by his enemies, they might be 
liable to the: revenge of the Indians as 
they paiſed along; which happened accor- 
dingly, for there the chick Commander 
trom whoſe power the foreſaid Captain 
had rebelFd, was {laim; but he was ſuc- 
ceeded by many other fell tyrants, who 
with their wonted cruelties and captivity 
deftroyed the people, ſelling them to thofe 
that brought garments and other pro- 
viſion, and by that kinde of ſervitude, 
which they praGiſed from the year 1524- 
to the year 1535. they depopulated and 
made deſert the provinces of Naco and 
Honduras, which ſeemed to be the Elyfhum 
and Paradife of the world in every re- 
ſpet. And I havelately feen them fo de- 
ſtroyed, that itwould move the moſt ſtony 
heart, to compaſſion. In theſe eleven years 
here prriſhed in this Countrey above two 
millions, ſcarce two thouſand now re- 
maining, 
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maining, who daily diminiſh through the 
hardnefle of their ſervitude. t 

Buc as for that abominable tyrant that 
exceeded all that were before in tyranny, 
and is equall to all that 'remains behinde, 
Jet us now finde him out in Gyatimala. 

He going through the Provinces adjþy- 
ning to Mexico toward Guatimala, which are 
above four hundred miles in: length, 
minded nothing elſeall the way he went, 
but. flaughters, rapines, burnings, depo- 
pulations, compelling all upon the fore» 
{aid pretence to ſubmit themſelves cotheir | 
cruelties, in the name of the King of Spain, 
whom they had never ſeen nor heard of, 
and. whom they could. not but think more 
uRjuft and cruel then his Minifters and 
Officers, yet giving thun no time to debi- 
berate, they wafted all before them with 
fire and ſword. OY 
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of the Kingdome and Province of Gua- 
timala. 


' A T their firſtentrance into this King- 
dame -. they commitred a very great 
outrage. | Rut forall that their chiet Lord 
and Governor carried in a Litter came 
forth to. meet him with Drums and Trum- 
pets, and great joy; attended by many-of 
the Nobles of the City of Utlacan the 
greateſt Mart Town of that : Kingdome, 
where they gave him provitions in abun- 
dance, with all that he could defire. That 
night. the Spaniards lodg'd without tht 
City, nor thinking themſelves ſafe Ina 
Town ſo' well fortified as that-was. The 
next day he called to him the chief Lord 
with a great number of the Nobles, de- 
manding of them a very great quantity 
of Gold. They returning him anſwer, 
that they could not fartisfie his requeſt by 
reaſon that their Countrey afforded not 
Gold, were immediately by his command, 
without any caule or form of proceeding, 
all burnt alive. The reſt ofthe Nobles of 
theſe Provinces, ſecing that a]l the chiefeſt 
of them, who had the power and govern- 
ment of the Kingdome in their hands, were 
{or 
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for no cauſe put to death, but becauſe they 


were not able to give them gold, fled to 
the_ mountains for Gfety, charging their 
ſubjch to ſubmit thernſel ves to the Spani- 
ards, but not to te]] them where their 
ſculking places were, wor to give them no- 
tice of-their tight. Whereupon an infi- 


nite number of the Indians / came to the 
Spaniards requeſting that they might be 


their ſubje&s, and that they might ferve 
them. The Captain madeanſwer, that he 
would not receive them, and that more- 
over he would kill chem all unlefle they 
would declare whither their Lords were 
fled : the Indians replyed, That they knew ne- 
thing of it, but their Wives and Children they 
faid were ready ts ſerve them, adding, that 
they were at- home in their houſes, whi- 
ther they might goe, and either kill them 
or uſe them as they pleas'd ; which offers 
they made to them again and again. But 
Krange co te}l, the Spaniards demanded their 
Cities and Towns, killing theſe poor crea- 
tures, who as they. thought were ſecure 
at their work. They came to a very large 
Town, which being confident of their 
own ignocence, thought themfelves ſafer 
then the reſt; but in two hours ſpace they 
brought ſuch a deſolation upon it, kil- 
ling all ages and ſexes, that there was not 
a perſon left alive, but what faved chem - 
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ſelves by flight, The Indians perceiving that 
with all their humility, their patience,and 
their preſents, that they were not able 
co afſwage the' fury of theſe inhumane 
creatures, andthat they were daily killed 
up like dogs, began to think of taking 
armes ; for they thought it-betcer, fince an 
evill death could not be ayoided, rather 


-£=-rx0 die fighting and caking revenge upoti 


their enemies, then to be killed like beafts 
by chem. But when they ſawtheir want 
of armes, their feebleneſſe, their nakedneſle, 
and that they were utterly unskilfull in 
the management of horſes, that they mighr 
have ſome way of prevailing upon their 
enemies, It came in their minds to dig 
certain ditches in the wales; that ſo \the 
horſes as they went along might fall into 
them : at the bottome of thefe pits they 
had driven in ftakes ſharpned at che top, 
and they had covered them over with clods 
of earth that they might not be diſcove- 
red; twice or thrice the Spaniards fell into 
theſe ditches, bur afterwards by their care 
they eaſily avoided them. . And therefore 
they madea Law among themſelves, that 
all the Indians which they took, of what 
ever ſex or degree, ſhould be thrown into 
rhoſe pits which they had made: Into 
theſc pits they threw women big with 
childe, and all che aped perſons thac'they 

could

could light upon, till the pic was full. le 
was a ſad fight ro behold women with child 
goar'd. through the body with thele ſtakes ; 
while others that lay uppermoſt were kil- 
led with ſwords and launces; thoſe thar 
would not in were caſt co their dogs. They 
burnt a very potent Peer of che Nation in a 
great fire, ſaying that he was much honou- 
red with that kinde of death. 

Among other abominations committed 
by this Captain and his followers, who 
| Were Not at all more gentle then their 
| Jeader, this was one more memorable then 
| thereſt.Into the Province of Cuzcatan,where 
| the City of our Saviour is fituated, being 
| a Countrey,which together with che neigh- 
| bouring ſea coaſt 1s extended about forty 
| or. fifty miles in length ; and alſo intothe 
| City of Cuzcatan it ſelf, which is the Me- 
rropolis of the whole Countrey, he was 
received with very great joy, the Indians 
expecting his coming, laden with a pre- 
ſent of above thirty thouſand Turkies and 
other things neceſſary for their refreſhment. 
Burt he having received their pitt, comman- 


ded the Spaniards every one of them to take 


as] many Indians as they pleaſed, and to keep 
them for ſervice as long as they ſhould 
tay there. Whereupon every one took a 
bundred lefle or more, according as his oc- 
calions required. And as for the poor 
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Captives they terved them with ſo much 
zeal and atiteQion, thac they could require 
nothing more then adoration it ſelf. At- 
ter this the Captain required of the peo- 
ple a great quantity of Gold, who re- 
curned him anſwer, that they would 
give him all the Gold they had. Where- 
upon the Indians brought together a great 
company of ſpears which were guilt with 
Orichalcum, ſo that they ſeemed to be 
gold; but the Captain cauſing them to be 
touched,and not finding them to be gold, 
ſpake thus to the people, Al curſes light up- 
on ſuch a Region as this, wherein there is no 
Gold; and then commanded all thoſe that 
had taken ſervants, to keep them in chains, 
and to mark them wich che mark of fervi- 
tude, which was immediately done, the 
Kings mark being burnt into their fleſh; 
which I ſaw alſo done to the ſon of the 
chiefeft man in all the City. Thoſe In- 
diazs that eſcaped with the reft of the in- 
haditants of the Countrey, gathered them- 
ſelves together, reſolving to hazard a war 
with the Spaniards, but alas with ſmall 
proſperity, there being an infinite number 
of themf{lain. After this they returned to 
Guatimala, where they built a City, which 
God in his juſtice deftroy*d, overwhelming 
It, firſt with earth, then with ſtones of a 
vaſt bigneſſe, and laſtly, letting in upon it 
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| agreat deluge of waters. Now after char 
they had ſlain all that were able to make 
refiftance againſt them, they carried away 
the reſt into captivity, or torced them to 


give away their children as tribute duero - 


the Spaniards, for they uſe the ſervice of 
no other creatures. And thus part being 
fold into the Countreys of Pery, and part 
| deſtroyed by the {word, they made a w1l- 
| dernefle of oneof the moſt happy and po- 
| pulous Countreys of thoſe parts, ſtretching 
| outin Jength andbredth abovea hundred 
miles, This the tyrant himſclf confeſled, 
writing that this County was more po- 
pulous then the County of Mexico, as in- 
| deed it was, This man in the ſpace of 
fifteen years, which was from the year 525: 
| to 540. together with his aſſociates, maſ- 
| ſacredno lelſe then five millions of men, 
| and do daily deftroy thoſe that are yet re- 
| maining. It was the caftome of this Ty- 
| rant, when he made war upon any Town 
| or Countrey, to carry along with him as 
| many as he could of the ſubdued Indiany, 
compelling them to make war upon their 
Councreymen, and when he had ten or 
twenty thouſand men in his ſervice, be- 
| cauſe he could nor give them proviſion, 
he permitted them to eat the fleſh of thoſe 
Indians that they had taken in war: for 
which cauſe he had a kind of ſhambles in bis 
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Army tor the ordering and drefling of mans 
fleſh, ſuttering Children. to be killed and 
broyled in his preſence. The men they 
killed only for their hands and feet, for 
thoſe they accounted dainties. Whickrbe- 
ing underftood by the neighbours, they 
were all firuck with aſtoniſhment. 
Moreover he deftroyed not a few by 
compelling them to carry ſhips from one 
{hore to another, cauſing them to bear great 
veſſels, together with thetr Anchors of an 
extraordinary weight from the North ſea 
to the South, being diftant one from the 
other a hundred and thirty miles. And 
thus, alſo they carryed their Artillery 
from one plzce to ancther, putting them 
upon their naked ſhoulders, whereby be- 
1ng opprefled with the monſtrous weight 
of thoſe burdens, they funk down often 
of them in the way, of which I was many 
times aneye-witnefſe, Hedivided and ſe- 
parated families, raking women from their 
husbands, Gaughters from their parents, 
which he gave to the Sea-men and Soul- 
diers. All his ſhips he filled with Indians, 
where they died for hunger and for thirſt. 
And truly it 1 thould relate all his parti- 
cular crueltice, ]I ſhould make a book 
only to ſcare and affrighe men. Hef 
had two great Navies, wherein like lighrt- 
ning from-heayen he conſumed theſe poor 
| wretches, || 
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wretches, Oh how many children did he 


deprive of their parents, how many men 
_ of their wives, how many wives did he 
| make widowes, how many widowes did 
they vitiate, how many marryed women 
adulterate, how many virgins did they ra- 
viſh, how many did they enſlave,how many 
did he cauſe co lanpuiſh in calamity, how 
many tears, how many ſighs did he pro- 


voke, upon how many did he bring de- 
ſolation in his worldly pilgrimage, and 


endanger their damnation in the world to 
come? and this not only to the Indians 
chat ſuffered, but to the Spaniards whom he 
encouraged in wickedneſſe, and who aſlifted 
him in the committing ſo many hainous 
and abominable murders. I do beſeech 
God that he would be merciful to him, 
and let his wrath be ſatisfied with thar 
judgement which he hath already inflicted 


on him. 
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Of New Spain. As alſo of Panucon, and 
Xaliſco, 


Heſe horrid murders and maffacres be- 
6g commirted, beſides others that 
1 have omitted, in the Provinces of 
New Spain, Heres came another” cruel 
2nd furious Tyrant into the Provin- 
ces of Panuemn, who having perpetrated 
many hainous injquities, and ſent great 
nambers of the Natives to be fold in the 
Countreys of Spain, laid wafte all this 
Kingdome: and once it hapned that they 
uſed eight hundred of the Indians in ſtead 
of a team to draw their carriages, ay if 
they had been meer beaſts and irrational 
creatures. He was afterwards made Prefi- 
dent of the City of Mexic,, and with him 
many other his fellow tyrants adyanced to 
the office of Auditors ; which Offices they 
contaminated with fo many impietics and 
abominations, that it is hardly to be 1 imagi- 
ned. And as for this Countrey it ſelf, 
they ſo far deſtroyed it, that if ſome of the 
node Friers had not ſtrenuoufly op- 
poſed him, and that the Kings Councel had 
not provjded a ſudden remedy for it, In two 
years ſpace they had wal depopulated 
New 
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New Spain, as they had done in Hiſpaniola. 
One of the Aſſociates of the Prefidenc that 
he mightencloſe his Gardeu wich a wall, 
uſed the ſervice of eight thouſand Indians, 
and becauſe he afforded them neither food, 
nor wages, they al] periſhed after a moſt 
ſad and lamentable manner. 

Afﬀcer the ficſk Captain, of whom we 
{pake before, had put an end to the de- 
ficuRgion of Panucon; and that there came 
newes to him that the Kings Councell 
wag coming into theſe parts, he went fur- 
ther into the Countrey, that he mighc 
exerciſe his crueltles with more liberty, 
and cauſed fifteen or twenty thouſand of 
the Indians to follow and carry the bur- 


thens of the Spaniards, of whom ſcarce 


two hundred returned alive, the reſt be- 
ing.all deſtroyed; at length they came to 


the Province of Machyaca which is diftant - 
above forty miles from Mexico, and is no- 


thing at all inferior ta the other cicther 
for plenty of provifian, or number of peo- 
ple; the king coming to meet him with 
all ſhewes - of reſpeF& and honour, they 
put in priſon becatiie he was repor- 
'ted to be very rich: which that chey 
might get from him, they thus tarmenred 


him; having put his feet in a Kinde, of: 
ſtocks, and ſtretching out his body, they 
tyed his hands co a ſtake, and then put- 
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ting fire to his feet, while a boy was fet to 
bafte thera with oyle, that they might roaſt 
che better; there ſtood another alſo with 
dogs behind him, threatning ro ſet them 
upon him; which if he had done, they 
would have ſoon put an end to his life : 
and wich theſe torments they vexed him, 
to make him bring his treaſures toIight. 
At ITength there came a Franciſcan Frier 
who freed him from his torments, bur 
not fromdeath, which immediately enſued. 
ith this kinde of torture they put to 
death many other of the Princes and Noble 
men of the Countrey, 

About this time a certain man who came 
eo vifie their purſes ratherthen their ſouls, 
knowing the Indians to be adorers of 
Jdols, for the Spaniards had not taught 
them better, kept them captive till they 
t2d delivered all their Images, for they 
thought thar they had been all of Gold, 
but when they found themſelves deceived, 
he inflifed upon them puniſhments as it 
they had committed ſome great offence,and 
becauſe he would not atcerly loſe their 
hopes. cauſed them to redeem their Idols 
with Gold, to adore them; and thus did 
the Spaniards procure the worſhip of God 
among the Indians. 

This Tyrant out of the Provincg of Pa- 
14cn, wentto Methuaca and SXaliſco, which 
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were Countreys fruitiul both in men and 
money, and no ſmall glory of the Indian 
Nation, having Cities that were in length 
above ſeven miles. When he came into 
theſe Countreys, the Indians, as they were 
wont, met him with accuſtomed fignes of 
joy and pladnefſe; but he immediately 
brake forth into his wonted cruelties, to 


attain his uſual (cope, which was the hea- 


ping up of Gold, the only God which they 
adore, The Cities they burnt to the 
ground; Their Princes, having firft tor- 


mented them, they carried away captive, 


binding them in chains. Women wich 
childe, withouc any conkideration of their 
weakneſle, they opprefſed with tedious 1a- 
bours and hunger, that they dy'd by the 
way. And aas for their Children, becaulz 
they could not carry them, they were 
forc'dto throw them away, by which 2 
number of Infants were deftroyed. 

There being a certain Chriftian who 
 wentabourt to defilea virgin, her mother 
interpoſed her (elf, and would bave taken 
the daughter from him 3; the Spanzard draw- 
ing forth his dagger,cut off her hand,andaf- 
cerwards (lew the virgin, becauſe ſhe would 
not give content to his luftful delice. 

Among other things alſo this was moſt 
unjuſt, chat they cauſed to be marked wich 


the mark of (lavery above tour choutnd 
| _ hve 
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hve hundred of the Indians chat were all 
as free born as themſelves ; among which 
il they alſo cauſed to be thus marked chil- 
p dren of two,three or four years old, though 
| they were all fuch as came forth to mect 
him with great acclamations of joy z other 
things without number I patle by in {i- 
{i lence. 
K All theſe above mentioned abominati- 
F: ons being done, they reduced the reft to a 
.Þ tyrannicall ſabjeQion,for which cauſethey 
4 chonghr chat they were only ſent rhither. 
| In which regions the ſaid Governour gave 
| liberty to all the Spaniards, eſpecially to his 
Stewards and Officers,to exerciſe what tor- 
tures they pleafed upon the Indians to draw 
out of them the knowhledpe where their trea- 
ſure lay. His Steward in times ofpeace kill'd 
many Indians, burning ſome, and caſting 
other to his dogs, cutting off others hands, 
legs, and heads, that thereby their minds 
being rotally ſabjeged they ſhould-never 
deny where their Gold or treaſure lay hid. 
All theſe things were done, the Tyranc 
" himſelf beholding and' conſenting; and 
not only fo, bur they ' opprefſed them 
and continually abuſed them with 'ftripes 
2nd blowes of their canes and fiſts, lea« 
ving no cruelty uncxerciſed toward them. 
In this Kingdome of Xaliſco they conſus 
med by fire fx thouiand villages, upon 
which 
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which the Indians growing deſperate, fee- 
ing the remainder of thoſe that c{caped 
daily deſtroyed; they made an inſurre- 
Qion again the Spaniards, and killing 
ſome of them, as they well deſerved, they 
betook themſelves again to the Moun- 
tains. But the cruelties and injuries of 
the Tyrants that went from theſe 

to depopulate (which they called diſco. 
ver) other Regions overtaking them.; ma= 
ny Indians were by them {lain, while they 
ſought to defend themſelves in the rocks - 
and to this preſent there are a thouſand 
Butcheries committed upon them ; where- 
by there are hardly left any people in 
the whole Countrey. And thus the Spa- 
niards being blinded and forſaken by God, 
and given over to a reprobarte ſenſe, con- 
fidered not how unagreeable both to the 
Law of God and nature were their pro- 
ceedings againſt the Indians, how unjuſt- 
ly they went about to deſtroy them by 


force of armes, and not only ro caſt them 


our of their Countrey, but to torture them 
and cut them in pleces: nor do they 
ſee how impious their violences and ty- 
rannies are over theſe poor people; 
they do believe and do athrme both in 
deed and word, that thoſe victories 


which they have obtained and uſed ® 
the 
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j the deſtrugion of the Indians, as if their 
q unjuſt wars were of right, and are to 
4 impudent as to give God thanks for them : 
like thoſe theeves of whom Zachary ſpeaks 
in the eleventh Chapter, the third and 
fourth Verſes. Feed the flock of the 
{laughter, whoſe poſſeffors ſlay them and 
hold themſelves not puilcy, and they that 
ſell them ſoy, Bleſſed be the Lord, tor I 
am rich. | 
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of the Kingdome of Yucatan. 


N the' year 1526. a vile and impious 

man through his ſawning and lying, 
was made Governour of the Ki of 
Tucatan; which was the manner that other 
tyrants uſed for che obtaining of their pre- 
ferments and offices; for by their authori- 
ty they had greater opportumities to do 
miſchief. This Kingdome did abound wich 
people both becaute of the temper of the 
air, and for the plenty of proviton, in 
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which it excelled the Countrey of Mexico, 


But thoſe things for which it is chiefly ta- 
mous are Hony and Wax, which it affor- 
ded to all the Countreys of India, which 
have been hitherto diſcovered. Ir is three 
hundred miles in compaſſe. This Nation 
cither asto policy and good government, 
or as to their way of living and converta- 
tion, excelled all the reſt; and well de- 
ſerved to have had more knowledge of the 
erue God. There there might have been 
ere&ed by the Spaniards many brave and 
large Ciries where they might have liv'd 
as in a Paradiſe, had they ir rendred them- 
ſe] ves totally unworthy of any ſuch be- 
nets through their own enoimitics aud 
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impietics, This Tyrant with three hun- 
dred men made war upon theſe innocent 
Indians living peaceably in cheir houſes,and 
offering injury to none, deſtroying many 
people. And becauſe the Countrey hath 
no Gold, for if it had they had ſoon en- 
ded the lives of the inhabitants, by dig- 
ging in the Mines, making again of thole 
bodies and ſouls for which Chriſt died, 
therefore thoſe that they left alive, they 
made {laves of, ſending whole ſhips away 
fraighted with people, bartering them for 
Wine, Oyle, Vinegar, Pork, Horſes, and 
other things which they flood in need of. 
Our ot fitty or a handred Virgins which 
he had choten out, he exchanged the beſt 
of them tor the ſmalleſt veſſe}l of Wine, 
Oyle, Vinegar or Pork: and once it chanced 
that a youth who was the Son of a Prince, 
was exchanged for a Cheeſe, and a hundred 
perſons tora horle. This was his imploy- 
ment, from the year 26. to 33. till newes 
vas broughtof the Regions of Peru, whi- 
ther the Spaniards going put an end to their 
viiianies here for ;a ſmall time, But aſter 
ſome daics were paſt over, they returned 
again to their former rapines and diſho- 
nouring of God by their wicked courſes ; 
neither have they yet made an end, fo that 
now three hundred miles of Land lie un.

ticulars of their cruelty are not to be 
remembred, only two or three that come 
into my minde I will relate. 

While the Spaniards were hunting after 
the Indians with their dogs, they met wich 
an Judian Women, who being fick and 
ſeeing that ſhe was not able to eſcape t 
taking a rope hang'd her (elf, hanging al- 
ſo her childe of a year old about her waſte 
by the feet; but the dogs immediately 
fell upon the childe, only he was bap- 
tized by a religious perſon before he 
died. 

When the Spaniards departed out of the 


Kingdome invited the fon of a certain 


Noble man, Governor eicher of a City 
or great Province, that he would go along 
with him, who anſwering that he was un- 
w1lling to leavehis native Conntrey, they 
threatned ro cur off his ears anlefle he 
would go along with him ; notwithftan- 
ding all which, he perſevered in his 
reſolution; whereupon they cut off his 
noſe and the upper part of his lip, wich 
as little remorſe as if they had been paring 
their nailes. 

This Furcifur carried himſelf obſcen- 
ly toward a deſerving religious perſon, 
boaſting ro him, that he had got as many 
Indians as he could with childe, that they 
might yeeld the more protic in the __ ot 

them 
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i them. In this Kingdome, or elſe in ſome 
Þ province of new Spain, it hapned that a 


Spaniard being a hunting, his dogs ſeemed 
to him to be a hungry, whereupon he took 
2a little Infant out ot the mothers armes,and 


Z | cutting off the thighs and armes of the 
'F Childe, caft it to his dogs,and when rhey 
_ had devoured thoſe, he caſt the whole bo- 


dy to them. Thus we fee how they were 
delivered over to a reprobate ſenſe; and 


[* what a value they put upon theſe creatures 
q formed after the Image of God. But now 
| worſe things follow. 

F Many cruelties, and indeed innumerable 
| | which were never before heard of, I doe 
{0 orvic, only I ſhall adde this one. Theſe 
FT ambitious, blinde and *-execrable tyrants 
Fi going out of this Region to feek more 
4; riches, there went with them four Monks 
: l of the Order of St, Francs together with 
Vi Father James, to keep the Countrey in 
q' peace, and to bring the remainder of thoſe 


Y | that were leſt by their preaching to the 

| knowledge of Chrift. I do beleeve that 
F theſe were they that In the year thirty 
| four were ſolicited by the Indians to come 
into their Countrey, and to preach to 
them the knowledge of the true God. 
= To which purpoſe they gathered allem- 
blies and congregations together, that 
# they might know what fort of people theſe 
'Þ! WwerE 
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were that call'd themſelves Fathers, and 
_ Fryers, who differed ſo much trom the 

reſt of the Spaniards, that vex'd them 
wich ſo much afilition and torment. Art 
length they receiv'd them, but on conditi- 
on that they would come alone and nouc 
lec any other of the Spaniards enter in 
among them, which thoſe religious per- 
ſons promis'd, for they had nor only a 
liberty, but a command from the Gover- 

vur of New Spain, that they ſhculd fo 
promiſe them, and that the Grenier ſhould 
do them no harm or injury. Upon which 
they began to preacn the Goffe! among 
them, and to d:<clare to them the _—y in- 
tention of the King of Spain,of uhiciihings 
they had nor yer receiv: -d ny knowledpe, 
nor 'that they had any other King then 
him who opprefied them with ſo much ty- 
ranny. The religious perfons had nut been 
there above forty daies. when they Dcgan 
to bring in all cheir Ifols, and to commic 
them to the fire; and afrerwarda they 
broughc their children, whom they loved 
as dearly as the applcs of their eycr, to the 
religious perſons to be inttrufted. And 
thus being perſwaded by thete relipicus 
perſons they did more then ever had been 
done in the Indies before ( tor-whart cver 


the Tyrants that had oppreſſed them were 


wont to tell them they only ſpoke jn con- 
Lempt 
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ewelve or titteen Kings of large Provinces, 
together wich their ſabjeFts by their 
Conncell and coniont, all of them acknow- 
ledged the King of Cafite to be their (upe- 
riour Lord of tireir own accord, and re- 
ceived him _ —_ Fmmperoar, as he was 
King of Spate. In teſt mony wherevt | have 
a writing in my own cuſtody hgned by 
thoſe perlons. 
Thus not without the great joy of thoſe 
devour perfons, an entry was made, for 
the bringing of thote inhabirants chart were 
emaining in theſe Countreys to the know- 
ledge of Chriſt; buc in the mean while by 
another way there entred in among them 
about eighteen pariſh Horſemen and rwelve 
tootmen, bringing with them great loads 
of Idols, which they had brought out of 
other Countreys. The Captain of the fore- 
taid ST anierds called ro him one of the 
Noble men of this Countrey, and comman- 
dcd him to take theſe Idols and to diftribute 
them among his people, and bring in ex- 
cnange an Indian man or woman for every 
1do},otherwile threatning to make war up= 
on him ; the foreſaid Lord out of fear took 
thoſe Ido 1s, giving every one of them to 
his ſubjects, commanding them to worſhip 
them, andalſo to ſend back in recompence 
to the Spariar/s ſome of their people to 
ſerve 
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ſerve them. TI he Indians terrii'd delivered 
their children after a certain propnrrtion, 
thoſe that had two giving one, and thoſe 
that had three delivering two; and thus 
they ended this facrilegious merchandize, 


and fo the Cacique pave fatisfation to the 


Spaniards ; I dare not call them Chriſtians. 
One of theſe ſacrilegious Robbers, 7k"; 
Garcia by name, belng very lick and like to 
die had under his bed two kurthins cf 
thele Idols, who when the Indian wonan 
that looked to him wes with him, ccm- 
manded her that ſhe ſhould nor deliver 
thoſe Idols at a ſmal) rate, becan'e they 
were of the beſt ſorr, and therefr re rhar (te 
ſhould nor 1ſc]] them, bur for an 1:41 men 
or woman in exchange, endas he was ma- 
king this kinde of will he expired. Ard 
who can now queſtion but thar his (ou! 
is now tormented in the flames of Heil: 
Conſider by this what was the progrefle of 
Religion ; and what ex2mples of Chrift'a- 
nity the Spaniarurdid {heww. when they came 
into America, how they honou:'d God 
themſelves, or: how much they car'd that 
the Indians ſhould know t!'e rigat wor- 
ſhip:of hin 5 Jadge which is the greater 
crime, that of Fereboam who made 1/r22! ro 
fin, cauling.cwo golden Calves to be ter up, 


and to be worlhipt by the people, or of 
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the Spanztards, who cauted ' the Indians to 
buy their Idols, and made merchandize 
of them. Thele arc the deeds of the Spa- 
niards, who molt often, out of a delire of 
heaping up gold, did fell and do yet ell, 
did deny and do yet deny Chriſt their Re- 
deemer. 

The Indigis ſeeing that the Promilcs of 
the religious perſons, that the Spaniards 
thould not center into their Countrey, were 
not performed, and that the Spaniards 
brought Idols out of other places to ſcll 
them into their Countrey, whereas the 
religlous perſons had made them to burn 
i 21] theirs, that there might be bur one 
TJ worſhip of one God, came and ſpoke to 
j them in this manner. Why have you cold 
| us ſo many untruths, promifing ſo faith- 
o fully to us that the Spaniards (hould not 


j come into our Countrey ? Why have you 
i burnt our gods, when as they do bring 
4 and ic}] others among us? are the gods 
4 of other Countreys better then our own ? 
ll The Friers, although they had little ro 
| ſay, yetthey madea ſhift to pacifie their 
Y mindes, and immediately went to the 
Li Spaniards declaring to them the evill 
4 which they had done, humbly beſeech- 
+. ing them to depart. Which the Spaniards 
'# not only utterly denyed, but alſo, which 
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was more wicked and abouminable : they 
perſwaded the Indians that they were cal- 
led by the Friers : which being believ'd, 
they took courcel] to kill the religious 
perſons, who being admoniſhed by cer- 
tain other Indians, avoided that danger 
and fled. But after their departure, know- 
ing the falſlhood and treachery of the 
Spaniards, they ſenc meſſengers fifty 
miles after them, craving pardon in the 
name of the Indians, and intreating them to 
return. 

The religious perſons, as upright ſer- 
vants of God and z:alous for the ſouls of 
thoſe poor people, gave credit tothe mel- 
ſengers and returned, and wefe cntertai- 
ned as if they had been Angels ſent from 
heaven, and remained with the Indians for 
five moneths, receiving a thouſand cour- 
tefies from them. Buc when the Spaniard; 
would not depart from thence, although 
the Viceroy uſcd all his endevours to re- 
call them ; hedeclared them Traytors and 
euilcy of high Treaſon; and moreover, 
when the perſevered in their tyranny and 
oppreſſion, the religious perſons leeing, 
that thongh revenge came late, that yet 
they would not go unpuniſhed,| and fear- 
ing left that revenge might fall upon theic 
own heads, and belides not being able to

the incurſions of the Spaniards, reſolv'd to 
leave the Kingdome, which now remains 
dultitute of all knowledge, the ſouls of 
tele poor Indians remaining in their paſt 
mites of ignorance and Heatheniſme, all 
the "2:28 ot divine knowleJge being 
token trom them, by theſe curſed Spani- 
2irds, as when water is taken from the 
young plants; forat the time when they 
went away, the /zdians were very covetous 
aticr the knowledge of our Religion. 
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of the Province of Santa Martha. 


'T” E Province of St. Martha by reaſon 
of the Golden Mines & the, tertility of 
the place wa a brave Iſland; whereto:etrom 


a year 1528. to 1542. many cyiants went 


thicher by (ea,with their incurſions waſting 
and ſpoyling all the Iſland, atter a ftrange 
manner deſtroying the inhabitanes, and 
robbing them ot all their Gold. And 
ſo the whole Countrey was waſted by 
them, eſpecially all the coaſt and the 
places adjoyning, untill the year 1523. 
And becauſe it was a fruitfull Countcey, 
there went thither at ſeverall times teve- 
rall Captains, ſucceediug one another in 
cruelty, ſo that every one ſtriv'd to out- 


vie his predeceſſor in the inventions ot ex. 


uiſite rorments to atuiCt the pour people. 
And thus alſoin this place they conarm'd 
our forefaid Axiome. In the year 1529. 
there went thither a very great tyrant ac- 
companied with many Troops, with an 
intention to exceed all the reit ot his pre- 


decefſors in cruelty, who took away abun- 


danceot treaſure trom the people in the 


ſpace of ſeven years; in which exile he 


dying without repentance, into his place 
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other tyrants {ucceeded, where with their 
bloudy hanas and impious points of their 
{words they deſtroy*'d all the reſt that their 
predecefiors had (pared. And ſuch a deſola- 
tion they brought upon many provinces by 
thetr accuſtomed wates of cruelty, and in- 
flited fo many torments upon the Princes 
and people to forcethem to declare where 
their treaſure Jay, that from the year 1529. 
to this day they depopulated above fuur 
hundred mile of land, the number of peo- 
ple in theſeparts ſlain being not inferior 
to thoſe who had been {ſlain in other 
places. 

It I had decreed to reckon up the impie- 
ties, ilaughters,crueltics, violences, rapines, 
murders, and iniquities, and other crimes 
committed by the Spaniards againſt God, 
the King, and theſe innocent Nations, I 
ſhonld make two large a volume: yer ] 
fall do my endevour, if God grant me 
lite. For the preſent I will rehearſea part 
of thoſe things which the Biſhops of theſe 
Provinces wrote to the King our Soveraign 
lord. Theſe were letters dated the 25. of 
May, in the year, 1541. In which theſe 
words are Written. ©] tell your ſacred 
© Majeſty, that there is no remedy to caſc 
* this affi ted Nation, but to deliver it out 
** of rhe power of theſe ftep-fathers, and to 
** give it into the power of a loving hue. 

” band, 
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cc tlenefle as befits ic, and that as ſoon as 
© may be; for if there be any delay, it muſt 
© of neceſſity periſh. And a little after he 
proceeds thus. ** By which it ſhall be ap- 
*© parent to ycur Majefly, how delervedly 
* the Governors of theſe Provinces ought 
*< to be deprived of their dignity, that the 
© Provinces may be eaſed; which if it tenor 
* ſuddenly done, theſe provinces Will ne- 
*© yer be caſed. This alſo ycur Majcty 


«© may further take notice of, that they are 


<« not Men that live here but Devils, that 
© there are no ſervants of Ged cr the King 
© to be found, but traytors both 1o the 
«Law and King. Now certainly there is 
nothing more defixuQive to the peace of 
the Nation, and that hinders more the con- 
verfion of thoſe that live there in peace, 
then the cruel and hard uſage which the 
Spaniards aftii& thoſe innocent people with- 
all, which bred in them ſuch a loathing 
of the Spaniſh name, that nothing is more 
odious and deteftable. For the Indians call 
them T«es, which in their language bgnihes 
Devils. And truly not Without reaſon, 
tor the aQions of theſe people have been 
more like the aRiong of Devils, whereby 
it happens that the Indians leivg tuch 
crimes committed by the Spariards both of 
bigh and inferiour copditions, to void of 
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Yiu and demraton, cannor chu but 
blk amitle both ot God, the King, and 
{ x t the Chrifians; and co TJabuur to 
[ »de thei to the contrary, is a vain 
and *rantette labour, and whereby a grea- 
ter avs n:ape is given them to langh at 
C:riftand hist aw. And as for the Trilians 
that take armes to detend 'rhemielves they 
think ic better to die once, then totall into 
the hands f their enemies,and to beafiii- 
Qed with many deachs. Theſe things, 
moſt invincible Celar, 1 have Jearnt by ex- 
perience. H: addes further, Your Majeſty 
hath Mm thete Countreys more friends 
and 1ſcrvants then you are aware of ; 
tor there 1s no ſouldier of all thofe that 
ſerve in theſe parts, who does not publick- 
ly and openly profteffe, whether he rob,teal, 
k1'] or burn the ſubje&s of your Maieſty, 
tr the obtaining of gold, but that he does 
it to do your Majcſty ſervice. Wherefore 
moſt invincible Celar it would be requilite, 
thr you ſhould figniffte by the ſevere 
:orreAtion of ſome, how diſpleaſed you 
were with ſuch ſervices, whereby they * Ai 
themſelves ſo diſobedient and refra&ory to 
God himſelf. Which words are taken 
tr»m the writings of the ſaid Biſhop of 
St. Martha, out of which ic 1s maniteſt, 
what ftrange things have been committed, 
end are daily committcd by them.” They 

call 
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call the Ihans Warlike, that continually 
flie to the Mountains to avoid the cruelty 
of the Spaniards, and they call thoſe the 
Indians and Inhabitants of the Conntrey, 
whom they have ſubjected to the hard- 
ſhip of a perpetual ſhvery by the terror of 
their maſſacres ; by which they | haye been 
depopulated and waſted, as appears out 
of the letters of the forelaid Biſhop, who 
recites buta very few of thoſe things tha 
were Committed. The Indians of thele 
Regions us'd to break forth intro theſe ex- 
preſſions, when they are forc'i naked 
through the craggie paſſages of the moun- 
rains, ifat any time they chanced ro fainc 
with wearineſl- (for then they are conftant- 
ly beaten with canes, ſometimes their teerh 
knockt out With che hilcs of their ſwords. 
to make them riſe and proceed on in 
their journeys wichcut any reſt) then 
were they want I fay to dreak forth into 
theſe expretiions.Oh how envicus art thou 

{ faine. kill me, and pur an end co my dates : 
chis they ittgh forth, icarcly avie ro draw oar 
their words, the rain rgns of an inward 
anguiſh and deep diftrefle; bur who can 
comprehend in wordsche kundredrh part of 
theſe calamities and «ftiifions wbrevkch 
the Spantaurds do torment the poor Indians ; 
God ot his mercy brivg them to the know- 
ledpe of thote who areable to rrinedy and 
prevent them for the future Cf 
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Of the Province of Carthagena. 


His Province is diſtant from the l{Jand 
ot St. Martha to ward the Weſt 50.miles, 
and 1$ ſituated upon the conhnes of the 
Kingdome of Ceruſta, being (tretched « wp 
the ica coaft to the Bay of Urabaa hundred 
miles in length, South ward ict is allo ſtretch- 
eq tOa very great length. Thele Provinces 
trom the year 1498. to this pretent year 
were handled atter a moſt cruel manner, and 
depopulated with ſeveral kindes of flaugh- 
ters. as it happened in the Iſlands of St. 
Aſzri:ha:but that I may come to a quick con- 
clution I (hall ceaſe to ſpeak of every par- 
ticular, that I may make haſt to the rehear- 
{al of thoſe dereftable crimes which they 
committed in other Countreys. 
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Of the ſhore of Pearls,of Paria,and of the 
Iſland of the Trinity, 


Rom the ſhore of Paria, to the Bay 0+ 
| Veinecuela, which rakes up above two 
hundred miles in length,the Spaniards com.- 
mitted moſt wonderful depopulations: for 
they gave themſelves wholly to their wont- 
ed Robberics, enfJaving alſo infnnite nam- 
bers of men, on purpoſe to ſell thera tor 
money, againſt all the faith and pledges 
which they had given them tor their (ecu 


-\ 


rity Charchode were things which they ne-_ 


ver obſerved) though they were entertained 
by theſe innocent creatures with all civt- 
lity, and foſtered in their houſes like 
their parents, or children, {ſerving them in 
all things to the urmoft of cheir power, 
and (making them mafters of all chat was in 
their pollciſion. Ic can hardly be (aid or ex- 
preſſed, with how many nan and anjutt 
agions they ultd to atllikt the poor Indians 
in th:{e Countreys trom 1510. untill this 
preſent year. Two or three of their mott 
hainous crimes I will reteacte, whereby the 
reader may judge of the wickednely of thoie 
which remain uvco!d. 

Into the Itland of the Trinfy being larger 
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and more fertile then Sicily, and ſtored with 
Inhabitants, according to their quality, 
more ingenuous & vertuous then any other 
Nation of the Indians, a certain Robber 
went in the year 1510. accompanyed wich 
ftty or fixty other tellow theeves, who pre- 
ſcycly proclaim'd an edi& that all che In- 
dians ſhvuld come into the l(land ro live 
with him. The Indians received them as 
their natural Countreymen, both Princes 
and jubjeRs yeelding obedience to them 
with much chearfulneſſe, bringing provi- 
{ton to them every day as much as would 
kave iufficed to have ſerved a far preater 
number, tor this 1s the cuſtome of the In- 
habirants of this new world, to afford all 

ecetJaries ro the Spaniards in great abun- 
dance, A lictle while after the. Spaniards 
built a great houſe for the Indians to dwel 
in, for they wou!d not that all of them 
ſhould have more then one houſe, where 
they mighc all dwell togerher, thac: they 
might with more convenience exccute'that 
which they had in their reſojhutions ; which 
they did accordingly : for when they had 
thatched it over, and raiſed it to the height 
of two men, they ſhut up abundance of 
them in the ſaid houfe upon pretence to 
haſten che work; but in trath, that thoſe 
within might not be ſeen by thoſe: with: 


out; then a part of them compaſls'd the 
houſe 
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hoaſe with their weapons that none mig" 
encerin or gu forth; atter that| others ct 
them went in,and unſheathing their {49rd>;, 
they threatned death ro the nated Ind: ar” 
if they ſtir'd, and: then bound them. A" 
itany of them went about ro fly-, thy 
werein the place immediately cut in pieces ; 
ſome few thar elcaped, part wounded, 1 
part whole, joyning themſelves with th: 
who flood withont, being about two «ov - 
dred in number, with buwes and arrowe:t 
retreated to another houſe, who being zl 
at one end ftoraly detending the entry 
ot the houſe, 'the Spaniards tet tire to the 
other end, and 'fo they all there periſh-d 
by. fire. Hence they departed with their 
pritoners, all they could lay hold on, be- 
ing abouta hundred and eighty, to the 
I{land of St. Fobn where the ſold half, and 
trom thence allo to the Ifland of Hiſpaniola, 
where they fold rhe reft, Now when 1 
taxed the Caprain for his wickednefle, at- 
ter he came to the l(Jand ot St. Fobn ? He 
pave me this anſwer, Pray fir be patient, 
tor | was commanded by thoſe that fenr 
me, that thoſe thac I conld not take by 
fair means, I ſhould ſeize by force: yer 
the ſaid Captain had related to me for cer- 
tain, thatia the Iſland of the Trinity he 
found them both fathers and mothers to 
him, which he ſpoke to his greater con- 
tufion 
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tulon and the aggravation of his crime. 
Infinite of other things they did, taking 
captive thelc poor people againſt all faith 
given. [et thele ations be well conlidered, 
and whether the Indians ſo taken may be 
juſtly enſlaved or no. Once the Fryers 
oft the Order of Se. Dominick,con(ulted about 
tending ſome of their Qrder to this I{land, 
to ſpread the light of the Goſpel among 
the Indians, for the ſalvation of their ſouls; 
Whereupon they ſent a Licentiate, famous 
tor his ſanity with a lay man, to accom- 
rany him, to viſit the Countrey, converſe 
wich the Inhabitants, and to ſeek out fit 
places for the the building of Monaſteries. 
The religious perſons being arriv'd were re- 
ceived a8 Angels trom heaven,ear being giv'n 
tO their words with all attention, alacrity 
and affction, that they were able at that 
time, tor they were ignorant of our Jlan- 
guage ; it happened afterwards when the 
religious perſons were gone, that there 
came a band of Souldiers, who accor- 
ding to their wonted cuſtomes of fraud 
and impiety, carried away captive the 
Prince of the Province,who (cither becauſe 
that name was given him by ehe Religi- 
cus perſons, or by the other Spaniards) was 
call'd Alfonſws; for they delight to be cal- 
led by the names of the Chriſtians, and 


tacrefore before they are informed of any 
| thing 
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thing elſe they delire to be baptized. By 
theſe ſouldiers was Atfonſus craitily ſeduced 
a fhipboard under pretence that they would 
give him a Banquet; with their Prince there 
went ſeventeen other perſons, for they had 
a confidence that the Fryers would keep 
the Spaniards from doing them any injury, 
for otherwiſe the ſaid King would not 
have trufted them ſo far; but they were no 
ſooner on ſhipboard, but the Spaniards 
hoyfed up their failes for Hiſpaniola, where 
they ſold all the Indtans for flaves ; Now 
alb the Region being troubled for the lofſe 
of their King and Queen,flockt to the Reli- 
gious perſons, and hadlike to have {lain 
themz who perceiving the injuftice of the 
Spaniards were very much trcubled; and I 
do beleeve, that they had rather have loft 
their lives, then that the Indians ſhould have 
fuffered fuch an injury to the hinderance of 
their ſalvation ; bur the Indians were fatis- 
fied with the promites of the religious per- 
fons, who told them, that as foon as any 
thips cameto the liland, they would take 
the firft opportunity to go to Hiſpaniola and 


endevour co gettheir King and Queen fet at 


liberty. Providence ſent a fhip thither to 
confirm the condemnation of thoſe that go- 
vern'd, by which theſe religious pertons 


fent to the religious perſons of Hiſfpaniola, 


butgotno redrefs, for the Spanizrds there 
GG were 
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were rcceivers of the prey. When the religi- 
ous perſons, who had promiſed to the 
Indiaxs that their King ſhould return within 
tour moneths, ſaw that hedid not come 
in eight moneths, they prepared themſelves 
tor death, and to give up theic lives to 
Chriſt co whom they hed oil them be- 
tore their departure out of Hiſpaniola ; and 
to the innocent Indians reveng'd themſelves 
upon the innocent Friers. For the Indians, 
believed that the religious perſons were 
guilty of the ſaid treachery, partly becauſe 
that their promiſes concerning the return 
of their King in four moneths had prov'd ſo 
vain, partly becauſe the Indians make no 
diſtintion between the religious perſons 
and the theeving Spaniards. It hapned alſo 
tht at another time, through che great ty- 
ranny and oppreſſion of the evii Chriftians, 
that the Indians flew two religious perſons 
of the order of St. Dominic, of which I vas | 
a very real witneſle, as being one of thoſe 
who c«{caped the ſame tate by a great mira- 
cle, which I hadreſolved not to have men= 
toned, left the horror of the fat ſhould de- 
ter others, Whercfore to avoid prolixity, [ 
{hall ſay no more concerning theſe things, 
leaving them to be revealed at the day of 
judgement, when God ſhall pour his ven- 
geance down upon theſe robbers and de- 
froyers of mankinde, In theſe Provinces in 


the 


mon either to the perſons, or to the officers 
of the place. He was a perſon ſo milde and 
gentle, and all his ſubje&ts endued with 
ſuch vertue, uling the Spaniards that arriv'd 
there with that civility, that they thought 
nothing too much for them, beftowing all 
things needfu]] either for ſuſtenance or de- 
light that their Countrey afforded. T his 
Lord had ſaved many from death, who had 
eſcaped out of other Provinces, from the 
murthers and ſhaughters of the Spaniards, be- 
ing a kind ofa ſanftuary tor the fick and 
halt famiſhed perſons that came into his 
Countrey, and when they were recovered 
ſent them back again to the Iſland of pearls 
where the Spaniards liv'd, though he had an 
opportunity to haye {lin them, there be- 


Ing none to regard or mifle them ; in brief, 
the Spaniards had all che houſes of:the inha- 


birants in common, and all the ſubjeas of 
Higueroto they called theic own ſabjetts; bur 
a perfidious Speniard took councel how he 
might deftroy-this Region which ſeem'd ir 


{elf fo ſafe and ſecure; preſently therefore he 


ſayl'd thither, and invited a great number 
of men to come a ſhipboard, who giving cre- 
dit eo the Spaniar ds.came willingly to chem; 
but they wereno ſooner entred the ſhip,but 
the Spaniards hoyled ſeyl for the TIN 
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of St. Jobn where they fold them all. Atthe 
ſame time I arriv'd at this I{land, where I 
{aw this tyranc, and was told the relation 
of whathe had done. He wholly defiroyed 
the City ic ſelf, which che other Spaniards 
who were wont to harrace all the ſea 
coaſt, were notwithſtanding much trou- 
bled at, abominating a&ions ſo hainous 
committed againſt them who had been ſo 
courteous and liberal to them, and where 
they had been entertain'd as in their own 
houſes. 

I will not recite the infinite wickedneſſes 
which have been commitced by them, and 
are daily committed among them. 

Theſe Spaniards departed from the ſea 
coaſt tothe Iſlands of Hiſpaniola and Set. 
Fobn, carrying with them above two milli- 
ons of meii to the ſaid Iſlands, which they 
afterwards deſtroyed through hard labour 
and continual bad uſage; thoſe that be- 
fore lived in this Ifland, being not reckned 
into their number, who were an infinite 
and unſpeakable number, andit is a moſt 
{ad thing to confider,and that which would 
move the moſt cruel hearts, to fee all this 
fertile ſhore lie deſert and depopulated: 
This is alſo a known thing, that they ne- 
ver do tranſport Indians from theſe places, 
but in their voyage they do pay 'the third 
mart of them as a tribute to the waves, Bye 

1des 
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| ſides thoſe that are murtheredin their own 
houſes. The cauſe of all theſe things are 
| their own wicked purpoſes ; that is to ſay, 
| by the ſale of the Indians to heap up trea= 
ſure, yet furniſhing the ſhips not with half 
proviſions for the ſuſtenance of thoſe that 
_ they tranſport, becauſe. they -would' not 
be at: too manch charges z. and ſometimes 
there are hardly provifions enough to ſut-. 
fice the Spaniards themſelves, ſo that the 
| Indians ready to die for hunger and thisft, 
are Immediately thrown into the ſea. And 
it was related to me for certain, that a ſhip 
going from Hiſpaniola to the Iſland of Ly- 
| cayos, fayl'd thither without any compaſle, 
| only by the Carkaſſes that floated up and 
down the ſea. Afterwards when they are 
landed, where they are carried to be fold, 
| thereisno man that would. got be mov'd 
' With compaſſion,to ſce both old and young, 
men and women, naked and hungry, drop 
| end faint as they. goe along. Afterwards: 
| they divide them likeſheep, ſeparating ſons 
from fathers, wives from their husbands ; 
and then making up a company of ten ;or 
twenty , thoſe that ſet our: the ſhipe, 
| and fitted them wich. neceſlaries, preſcnt- 
| ly. caſt lots for :their ſhares. And when 
' the lot fell upon a company that had an 
old or a fick mas, he to whom the lot fell, 
| Wes: wont to break forth (into theſe ex-. 
I On preſtions; 
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| preſſions, Curſed be this old fellow, why do you 
give him me ? to bury him ? why' do'you give me 
this ſick man ? to be big keeper ® And thns let 
us conſider, in what eftimation the Indians 
are.among the Spaniards, and how the pre- 
cept of Charity on which the Law and the 
Prophets depends is obſerved among them. 
There is nothing more deteſtable or more 
crue], then the tyranny which the Spari- 
ards uſe toward the Indians for the getting 
of pearl, Surely the infernall torments_ 
cannot much exceed the angaiſh that they 
indure, by reaſon of that way of cruelty ; 
for they put them under water ſome four or 
five ells deep, where they are forced with- 
out any liberty of refpiration, to gather 
up the ſhels wherein the Pearls are; ſome- 
times they comeup again with nets full of 
ſhels to take breath, but if they ſlay any 
while to reſt themſelves, immediately comes 
a hangman row'd ina little boat, who as - 
foon as he hath well. beaten them, * 
drags them again to their labour. Their 
food isnothing but fiſh, and the very ſame 
that contains the Pearl, with- a ſmall por-- 
tion of that bread which that Countrey! 
affords; in the firſt whereof there is little 
nouriſhment ; and as for the Jatcer, it is 
made with great difficulty, befides that they ' | 
hae not enough of that neither for ſaſte-' | 
nance; they Ilycaupon the ground jn' fet-' 
ters, 
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ters, leſt they ſhould run away ; and many 
times they are drown'd in this labour, and 
are never ſeen again till they ſwim upon 
the top of the waves : oftentimes they al- 
ſo are devoured by certain ſea monſters, that 
are frequent in thoſe ſeas. Confider whe- 
ther this hard afage of the poor creatures 
be conſiſtent with the precepts which God 


commands: concerning charity to our 


neighbour, by thoſe that caſt them ſo-un- 
deſervedly into the dangers ofa cruel death, 
cauſing them to periſh without any remorſe 
or pity, or allowing them'the benefit of 


| the Sacraments, or the knowledge of Re- 


ligion ; it being impoſſible for them to 
live any time under the water ; and this 
death is ſo much the morepainful,by reaſon 
that by the coarQation of the breft, while 
the lungs ftcive to do their office, the vi- 
tall parcs are ſo zfflited that they dye 
vomiring the bloud out of their mouthes. 
Their hair alſo, which is by nature black, is 
hereby chang'd and made of the fame co- 
lour wich that of the fea Wolves , theic 
bodies are alſo ſo beſprinkled with the 
froth of the ſea, that they appear rather 
like monfters then men. By this intole- 


| rable labour, or rather diabolical exerciſe, 
| they have conſumed all the Lycayans, for 
| their particular gain ; out of every Indians 
| Iabour gaining above fifty or a hundred 
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of the River of Yuya Pati. 


T7 Hrovgh this Province rans the River 
of Tuya Pari which rifes in other 
Countreys about two huudred miles di- 
ftane. Into this River entred a perfidious 
Tyrant, waſting many mes of Land,com- 
mitting many {hughters, conſuming ma- 
ny by fire, and | mba an Infinite number 
of theſe poor Indians to theſword, that liv'd 
peaceably in their own houfes withour 
any ſuſpicion of making difturbance, At 
Jength he dy'd an evill death, and all his 
forces came to ruine, though he were ſuc- 
ceeded by many others, not inferiour to 
him in implety, who datly deffroy the 
fouls of the poor Indians, for whom the 
bloud of Chrift was fpilt. 
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Of the Kingdome of Venecuela, 


N the yeare 1526. our Soveraigne Lord 

the King through the falſe perſwaſions of 
{ome evil Counfellours made over to cer- 
taine Dutch Merchants the Kingdome of 
Venezuela, being niore large and long then 
Spainggiving to the Governour a full and 
plenary juriſdiftion over the ſaid People 
upon certain conditions. They entered 
this Region with about 30. men, where 
they found the people affable and courteous 


as they were in other Countries of India- 


before they were killed up by the Spani- 

ards. They by many degrees crueller then 

| the reſt of whom we have ſpoken ſhewed 
themſclves wore fierce and greedy then 

Tygers, Wolves or Lyons; for having a 

juriſdi&ion over the Land, and therefore 

poſſeſſing it more freely, they beſtirred 

themſelves wich greater fury and covetou(- 

nefſe in the heaping up of Gold and Silver, 

then any of their Predecefiors had done 

before them 3 laying aſide all feare of God, 

or of the King, and forgetting all huma- 

nity. | 

Theſe incarnate devils Laid wafte and 
H ſpoild 
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ſpoiled abov2 400. miles of moſt fcreale 
land, containing very great Provinces, 


traittul Vailies forty miles in leagth 3 and 
an infinite number of Villages abounding 
with Gold and Silver. So many, and 1o 
m3ny tleveral regions they fo utterly depo- 
pulated, that ihey hardly Icti a Meſſenger of. 
chele fad tyGings, bur thoſz which hiding 
chemralelves inthe Caverns and Bowels of 


the Earth <{caped the thirſt of their enraged | 


{words. Witch new and unuſual ſorts of 
corments ney deftroyed above four or five 
m1i1ilons of people : Nether do they yer 
m1It an end to their abominable crimes and 
enorinitiess? Three or tour of their mad 
actions 1 will rchearſe, whereby the reader 


may judge of the reft. 


The chiefe Lord of the Province they 
£00k Captive, putting him to ſeveral cor- 
ments to {queezz his Gold from him 3 but 
he cicaping fled to the Mountaines, and | 
chcriupon his Subjets that lay hid among 
the Woods and Buſhes began to raiſe a tu- 
mulc: The Spamnards followed deftroying 
abundance of the people 3 and as for thoſe 
who were taken alive, they were publickly 
{old for flaves. In many Provinces, and 


 ind-ca in moſt Provinces where they 


c3m< before the captivity of the chief Lord, 
ther were ftill welcom'd by the Indians 
with Songs and Dances and grear Preſents 
of Gold ; though the thanks which they 

gave 
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pavethem was alwayes with thepoints of 
their (words, ſtill recompenfing them with 
Ma fizcres. One day when they came forth 
to mcer the Sp.miards, the German Tyrant 
and Caprtaine c1us'd an infinite number &f 
' them to be ſhur up in a houſe made up with ©} 
firaw, where he commanded that they | 
ſhould be all cut in pieces. Now by reaſon | 
that there were beames in the houſe whither 
the I:d:a1s got up to avoid the fury of the 
German {words ; therefore ( O cruel beaſts) 
the Governour tent certaine men to ſet fire 
upon the houſe, and ſo burnt them alive : 
So that nowthe whole Region lay waſte ard 
deſolate, the inhabitants being all fled to | 
the Mountaines for ſafety. 
They came afterwards to ancther large | 
Province neere to that of St. Marthz, wher2 
J they found the Indians in their houſes an | 
+ | Cities very peaceably erployed about their 1 
+] occaltons, where they liv'd a good while { 
| at the charges of the inhabitants, the 1adjans 
> | ſerving them like men in whoſe power their 1 
lives and ſafeties were, induring beyond Þ 
= | imagination their continual importunities 
c ; , 
and daily oppreſſions, which were almoſt 
j/ intolerable, This being added, which I 
| faid before, that one Spainard conſumes 
; ' In one day as much as would ſuffice to ſerve 
'f anTdian family conliſfting commonly of 
' ten perſons for a whole month, At that 
time the Judians preſented them with feveral 
ws RE "evan 
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reat ſummes of Gold, doing many other 
k indneſles for them. Act length when they 
were about to go away, as a recolmpence 
for all their courteous entertainment, they 
reſolv'd to leave them after this manner, 
The German Tyrant gave command that 
all che Indians with their wives and chil. 
dren if poſible, ſhould be gathered together | 
and (hut up in one large place; which 
done, they were alſo com manded to fignihe | 
ro them, that whoever defired to be at li- 
berty, muſt redeeme themſelves with their 
wives and children at a. certain Ranſome, 
1mpos'd upen them at the diſcretion of the 
Governour; & to haſten them the more and 
bring them to a greater neceſſity,he com- 
manded that no ſuſtenance ſhould be given 
chem,till they had pay'd the ſum required. 
Hereupon many ſent home for the price of 
their Redemption,that they might be ar li- 
berty to ſeek for Vittuals: But they had not 
beep long at home: cre they were brought 
back again by the Robbers, and ſhut up in 
the ſame place, that being oppreſſed with 
hunger and thirſt they might be forc'd. to 
redeemthemſelves once more;and thus were 
many of them three or four times faine 
to ranſom themſelves. And in this manner 
a Country abounding with Gold and peo- 
ple was Oy deftroy'd;.in which. | 2 
Was a Vayie arty. miles, long, where they 
burnt a Village that contained above a 
thouſand 
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chouſand houſes. This Governour wenr 
furcher;having a great defire to ſeethe lower 
parts" of Perue 3 for which journey he pro- 
vided an infinite number of Indians, lading 
them with chaines and heavy burthens; and 
if any of them fainted by the way, becauſe 
they wonld not ſtand to looſen the chaines, 
they cut off their hands and heads, cafting 
the head one way, ' and the body another, 
and cheir burdens were divided and impos'd 


| upon others. And now ſhould I reckon. 


the Provinces which he Jaid deſert, the 
Cities which he burnc, for all their houſes 
are of ſtraw, befides the particular flaugh- 
ters which they made, though 1 am confi- 
dent of the truth thereof, yet ſhould 1 
ſcarcely be beleeved,by reaſon that fo much 
cruelty could not be ſuppos'd in man, 
This courſe took other T yrants thatde- 
arted from Veneque/a and the Province of 
be Martha, with a reſolution to make a 


| further diſcovery of the Divine Gold of 


Perue : But they found that glorious Coun- 
try ſo deſert, ſo depopulated, fo waſted and 
deftroyed, that they themſelves though a 


crew of blood thirſty Tyrants, were amaz'd 


and wondred to behold ſuch ruines and. 


depopulationse 

Theſe and many other things were prov'd 
before the fiſcal of the Jadiau Council], and 
the ſeveral proofes are kept by the ſaid 


Council ; though tis moſt certain that they 
o H3 never 
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never put to death any of. thoſe curied Ty- 
rants, as if all the devaſtations and murders 
by thcm committed had not been at all to 
be regarded, For hitherto the Miniſters of 
[uſtice in India through their extraordinary 
41d damned blindneilſe, have ncver becn 
very ſolicitous to Inquire after the crimes 
and ſlaughters which thoſe Tyrants kave 
committed, or daily do commit. -Oncly 
they tell you (lightly, that becaule ſuch and 
{ach a one did 11] and handled the Ind1azs 
ſo cruelly, that therefore the Treaſur 

of the King was much diminiſhed ; and this 
is all they do toward the ſuppreſſion of {© 
many hainous actions, Neither are thoſe, 
which are prov'd, verifid to any purpoſe, 
neither 1s there that credit given to them as 
indced there ſhould be; for if they would 
but Co their duty both to God and the 
King, they wou'd foon fiade the King to 
have becn cheatrd by the German Tyrants | 
of above three m3JJlions of Gold; for the 
Region of Vezccuela being about 400. miles 
in length, for ti« hapfineſle of che ſoile and 
the abundance of Gold is not inferiour ro 
any of the reſt: and thus in the ſpace of 
ſeventeen years wherein theſe enemies of 
God and the King, have done nothing elſe 
but deftroy'd and waited theſe Countries, 
they have, as I ſaid before, defrauded the 
King not of Jeſſe then three millions of 
Goid, Neither is it to be hop'd that theſe 
loſſes 
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loſſes can be repaired as long as the World : 


ſands, unlefſe God by ſome miracle ſhould 
raiſe from the dead fo many people 2s have 
been ſlainez beſides the blaſphemies and 
curſes wherewith they have been bold to 
provoke even Ged himfſelte. Bat whar re- 
compence can be made for the defiroying 
ct ſo many ſoul«s,which through the crue1- 
ty and tyranny of ſo many blood-ſuckjng 
Tyrants are now torment:d in hell? This 
2110 may be addcd by way of concluſion wo 
the reſt of their Crimes, that from the time 
that they firſt enterd this Regicn, which is 
now ſeventeen years agoc, they never ceas'd 
to ſend whole Ships laden with {dep 
CCaptives to the Iſlands of St. Mar iha, Hi- 


ſpanicla, Famaica, and St. Fcbhn, having 


ſold at the leaſt a million of men ; . neither 
do they yet forebeare in this yeare 1542. 
that abominable pi:Hicez the Royal 
Council of the King t:ing no notice thire- 
of ; and thar,which thy cannot chooſe bur 
ſee,they not cnely dit]. mble, but ſuffer and. 
67 holdthem that do it. And as for the reft of 
thei: Crimes and infinite devaſtations,which 
they ſpread all along this part of the Cor- 
tizent,for a matter of 400. miles in Iengrh, 
together with Venecucla which is under 
their juriſdiction, they ſhut their eycs,vhen 
they might have remedi'd them. The 
reaſon why they did captivate the Indrans 
was onely this 3 our of a perverſe, obſtinate 
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and blinde defire of heaping up Gold and 
riches, which is common ro all that have 
gone into America. For theſe quiet Jambes, 
they drew them by violence ont of their 
houſes , carrying them, together with their 
wives and children into Captivity, affliting 
them in thoſe horrid manners a« aboveſaid, 
and burning them with che marke of Slaves. 


DOPSPOSE- PBGPSSE 


Of the Provinces of the Country of 
Florida, 


Neto theſe Countries there went two ſeve- 
ralTyrants at ſeveral times,from the year 
TX 519. or eleven, that they might perpetrate 
the ſame abominable ations as the reſt had 
done; that by the blood and dcſtruftion } 
of the people, they might obraine Offices 

and dignities which they were no way wor- 
thy of. Butat length they were taken a- 
way by an evil death, the houſes alſo which 
they had built them ( this I witneſſe of all 
the three at the coſt of humane blood 
periſh'd with them,the m:mory of them va- 
nifbing from the face of the Earth, as if they 
had never been. They left theſe Countries 
very much troubled and confuſed, having 
incurr'd no ffvall infamy þby> reaſon of the 
| C-imes 
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Crimes which they committed, though they 
were not many : for God cut them offar 
the beginning, leaving the revenge of thoſe 
evils,which I know,and have ſeen done in 
the Indies, to be poured forth upon this 
place, Of the fourth Tyrant that came 
well inftruced lately in the yeare 1538. 
we have bad no news theſe threeyeares. 
This we are ſure of, that at the beginning 
he c2rried himſelfe very cruelly ; and if he 
be alive, mcſt affuredly he hath deftroy'd 
an infinite number of people z for he amon 
all thoſe who bave done moſt miſcheife 
in ruining both Proyinces and Kingdoms, 
is tamous for his Savage fury ; wherefore 
Iam apt to believe that God hath put the 
fame end to his life,as to the others. 
 Threeor four years after theſe things 
happened which I have related, the other 
Tyrant that went along with him who 
there ended his dayes, departed out of that 
Country z whoſe . cruelties and rapines 
while the chiefe Captaine liv'd, and after 
bis death were fo many, as we fince under- 
flood, that what weſaid before, may flill. 


- ftandfor an Axiom, that the further they 


went, the more exorbitant was their fury 
and iniquity. But becauſe it is ſo kſome 
to me to rehearſe theſe Execrable and bloo- 
dy a&s not of men bur of beaſts, I will no 
longer dwell upon them, bat go to thoſe 
things which followed after.

mercy and poodnefſe, Not according tO 
his deſcrts , have taken compalſiun on 
hin. 
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Of the River of Plate, or the 
Silver River, 


Bout the yeares one thomand hve 

hundred and two or three, {vine Fous 
Gr hve Captaines under took a journey : FD 
the River of Plate, which containes wary 
Provinces and Countries , \which flowiti 
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with people very rational , and of hand- 
ſome dilpofitions. In general we can ſay 
that they did there commit many horrid 
miſchiefes and execrable murders. Bur 
\ being ata very great diftance from thoſe 
Indians, of whom we have talked moreat 
large, we can relate nothing Yogujar or 
particular z onely we doe not queſtion, but 
they do employ themſelves 1n the ſame 
works of darknefſc as hath becn hitherto 
praftiſed in divers other places; for they 
are Spariards till, and many of them the 
very ſame who were preſent at the other 
Maflacres, and having the ſame Intention to 
become rich and potent, which chey can «- 
not obtaine but by the ſame courles as they 
formerly took, following the bloody 
footfteps of thoſe who haye already de- 
ftroyed and flain ſo many Iydiaxs. 

AfterlI had writt:n what I have above 
mentioned, it hath been related to me for 
certaine, that they have depopulated and 
Jaid wafte many. Provinces and Kingdoms 
in thoſe Regions, rendring themſelves (o 
much the more exquiſite and deviliſh in 
their oppreſhons, flayghters , and maſ- 
ſacres of choſe people,by how mach they 
are at a farther and more conveni- 
ent diſtance from Spaine 3; and layin 
aſide all thoughts of Juſtice , which in> 
deed was never praGis'd in thoſe Regions 
of Americe, as doth ſufficiently appeare by 
what 
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what we have above writtrn. Among all 
the Enormicies which ſhall follow after, 
this one wes read in the Councel. A cer- 
tain Gouernour had given in charge to 
his ſouJdiers, that into whatever Vilkege 
they came that ſhould deny them vrovis 
on, that they fhould there pur all che In- 
habitants tro the ſword. Upon which 
Warrant the fouldiers went, and becauſe 
the I:d4ians would not ſubmit to them as 
to enemies , fearing rather co come into 
their ſight , then that their Liberalicy or 
Store would be defe&ive, they immediatly 
put to the ſword above 5009. of them. A 
certain number of men alſo living in peace, 
offer'd their ſervice to them; they after- 
wards were by chance ſummon'd by the | 
Governour, and becaufe they came not ſo id 
ſuddenly as his fury expected, he there- if 
upon commanded that they ſhould bede- | 
livered to thoſe Indians that were their e- | 
- nemies. With tears and outcries they be- 
| 


ſeeched him that he would rather permic 
them to dje by their hands, then deliver 
them up to the mercy of their foes ; and 
when they would not come out of the hou- 1 
ſes where they were, they were all core 4 
lim-meale, crying out , and ſaying , We 
come int peace to ſerue you , and you now kill 
us, tmay our blood ſpriukled upon theſe walls 
| bes tomy, of 997 wajafs death | and of 
your cruelty. Certainly this was a deed _ [ 
I. only } 
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O] "the greal Kingdoms, and larye 
Prevmces of Peru. 


.F'N che yeare 1531. a great ilel/uo and de- 
is of wen went into the Kingdoms 
ot Peri, upon the ſame pretences, and with 
the {ime inteniton as the reſt ; and beins 
one of thote who had been preſent at the 
murd-rs and fliughrters committed in 6- 
ther places, intheyear 1510. therefore hc 
pr occeded With a greater hardnefſe of heart 
in his outrages and robberics; and bcing 
a maya of no faith or truth, he laid waſtc 
Citics and Villages, flaying all the Inhabi- 
 rznts; and was the cauſe of all thoſe miſ- 
chictes that followed afterward in thoſe 
Kingdomesz to underiake the Narration 
ot which, and to repreſent them all to the 
Re-2Jer, 1s a thing impoſſible, until rhey 
fh2!1 perfet!ly and clearly appear at the 
day of judgement before all men. And 
for my ſelfe, I doe confefſe, thould I goe 
about todeſcribe the deformity, the qua- 
Iity and circumftances of their a&ione, it 
wouildbea task too difficult for me. 
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A: his firft enterance he wafted cerrain 


Villages, and plundred the Country of a 
great quantity of Gold: And One time 
coming intoan Iſland adjoyning to theſe 
Regions, which was known by the name 
of Pagna, being a feriile Wfland and full of 
people: he was receiv'd by the Prince and 
the inhabitants thereof as it he had been 2n 
Angel ient from h-aven. Burt after that fix 
months were paſt, in which time the Sp ants 
ards had conſumn'd all their provifion, they 
then brought forth the corn which they 
had riſerv'd againſt times of barrennefſe for 
themſelves their wives and children, in 
places under the ground,cfi-ring it to them 
with tears in their eyes, defiring them to do 
what pleas'a chem with ir. But they il] re- 
warded them in the end, killing a very 
great number of them with their ſwords 
and lances, and thoſe whom they took a- 
tive they carri'd away into Captivity, emp= 
tying and deltroying the Country, with 
many other crueJtics. 

From thence they went to the Il]:nd of 
Tumbala, which is fituated in the Continent, 


where he kil''d all that tell into his power 


and becauſe the people being aftonithed ar 
their barbariſm fled away from them, they 
accus'd them of Rebellion againtt the Kins 
of Spain. This Tyrant us'd allo this kind of 
ſubti]ty toward the Iad/azs, He comman- 
ded thols whom he rook.,and others which 
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bronght him preſents, till to bring him 
more, till he ſaw that they were quite de- 
ſticute; telling them that he recev'd them 
now as Vaſlals and Subjets of the king of 
Spam ; flattering them alſo and telling them 
that he would neither take them, nor do 
them any other injury. As though it had 
been a thing lawful for him to rob & ſpoile 
them, and to terrifie them with {ſuch kinde 
ot ſtrange news before he had receiv d them 
into the protetion of the King of Spain ; 
or as it after he had fo receiv'd them to pro- 
tetion, he had never done any injury or 
laid any oppreſſion upon them, After this 
the King and Supreame Emperour of all 
theſe Regions, Acaliba by name, brought 
againſt the Spainards a great power of pit- 
tiful naked Creatures, and arm'd with moſt 
ridiculous weapons ,not knowing the ſharp- 
netle of the Spaniſh Swords and Lances, nor 
the ſtrength of their Horſes; to the place 
where they lay approach'd the Spaniards, 
who certainly would rub the devils of Gold 
if they had it; This King reſolv'd to call the 
Spaniards to an account;,for the ſlaughters of 
his people, the deftru&ion of his Country ,& 
che robberies which they committed upon 
hits Treaſures, But the Spaniards met him, 
K1ll'd an infinite namber of his people, and 
{ciz'd upon his perſon,which was carried in 


a Kind of Litter. Now they come to Cepi- 
£4:211985 about his redemption ; He promi- 
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fes ten mi iliyns of Growns, and numbers 
down fifteen ; they promig'd to r<leafe hi 
but never flood to their words, falfify- 
Ing all the proteſtations which they ma !e ro 
the King : telling him how that his Subjetts 
were gathered together again by his com- 
mand. To whom the King made anſwer, 
that there could not be a leafe of a tree 


moved wicthouc his will and authority ; 


but if they were now affembled any where 
rogether, it was not by his power; who was 
now their captive,for they might taxe away 
his life if they pleas'd. Morvichftanding 
all which they conſulted whether they 
ſhould burn him alive or no,which ſentcr:ce 
they afterwards pafſed z bur by the intreaey 
of ſome,that ſencence was mitigated and he 
was commanded to be ſtrangled. The King 
underſtanding that he was to dye, fpake to 
them in theſe words; Why do you kill 
me? Did you not promile to fer me at 
liberty, ſo I would give you Gold? I gave 
it you, and more then you requir'dy yer 
jf it be your will that I muſt dye, tend to 


| your King of Spain ; Butere he could ut- 


ter more, the flames prevented him, Cozi.* 


fider here the equity of this war, the Cap- 


tivity of this Prince, the ſentence of his con- 
demnation, and the execution of that ten- 
tence, the conſcience of the Spaxiards,which 
nothing dererr'd them from conjuming ard 
taking away by — the great I; ca- 
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ſores of this great King and »f his Nobles, 
how rhey all concur to aggravate their de- 
villiſh iniquity, Concerning the foule 
and enormous cruclties wherewith they 
wholly cxtirpated the people of theſe Re- 
gions, Iwill here relate a few, fecen 
T1 by a Friar of the Qrder of St. Francis, and 
bY; confirm'd and committed to writing under 
| his own hand and ſeale, anddi(perc'd not 
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| onely in theſe Provinces, but in the King-

'y ] Brother Mark of Cilicia, of the Order of 
F- St. F rancis, cheit Governour of all the Bro- 
3 therhood ot that Order, in the Provinces of 
n Peru, being one of the firſt religious perſons 


that went into thoſe parts, ſpeak this for a 
certain truth, teſtitying thoſe things which 
] have ſeen, and which properly concern 
the inhabitants of theſe Countries. Firit 
I am an eve-witnefſe,, and do afftirme upon 
my knowledge that the inhabitants of 
Perae were a Nation very courteous,affable, 
and loving to the Spaniards ; and I have 
ſeen Preſents of Gold, Silver, and precious 
Stones, given by thoſe 'people to the Spani- 
erds in great abundance, belides many 
other offices of ſervice which they daily did 
for them. Neither did the Indians ever 
move war till they were forc'd to ic by the 
contumelics and injuries of the Spaniards ; 
But 
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pF, But on the contra:y, the Spaniards being 
= received by them with all the ſhews cf 
e reſpet and freind{hip, were continually fur- 
y | niſft't both wich men and women for theic 
e- | fervice. 
n Tam alſo a witnefle, that upon no ocea- 


d ton given them by the Tadians the Spani- 
er ards did enter their Country, and burnt to 
t | death their great Emperour call'd Ataliba, 
7p- | after they had receiv'd from him as a ran- 
n | ſomefrom his captivity above two millions 
e- | of Gold; His whole Kingdome having 
ſubmitted themſelves to him wichout any 
refiftance : With the ſame cruelty was 
Cochilimacha his Captain General pur to 
death, who came with other Noble men ot 
the Country to the Spaniards in peace. 
The ſame Fate alſo follow'd another po- 
tent Lord of the Province of ©uitor2u, 
whom they alſo burnt without any occa- 
fgon given, orinjury done them: As un- 
juftly did they burne alſo Schzpera, Prince 
of the Canaries: They alto burnt the fee 
of Aloides the moſt potent Lord in all the 
Provinces of Puiton'a, attliting him with 
many other rorments to make him contetl> 
where the Gold of Ar2/1ba lay, though 
as afterwards it appear'd, he knew nothing 
of it. They alio killa Duitonins Coo9Þa- 
gauge, Governour of all rhe Provinces ot 
DOnitonia, who at the iimporcunicies of Se- 
baſtian Barnaclacanns Captain to the G-- 
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yernour came in peace to the Spaniards, be- 
cauſe he could not give them the ſum which 
they demanded z thus they put todeath 
divers other of the Noblemen of the Coun- 
try 3 and as] underſtand, it is the intention 
of the Parrards not to leave one of the 
Lords and Noblemen of that place alive. 

Ido alſo afftirme that I have ſeen the 
Spaniards for no other cauſe, but to ſatisfie 
their own wills, diſmember the Indians 
both men and women, cutting »ff their 
cares, noles, and hands, and that in to ma- 
ny places and regions, that it would bea 
tedious thing to relate them. I have alſo 
ſeen the Spaniards ſet their dogs upon the 
I:14:a45to devour them ; and ſuch a nume« 
ber of houſes and villages burnt by them, 
that it would be over long to rehearſe them: 
This is alſo a truth, that they would ſnatch 
young Infants out of their mothers bellies, 
and caft them as far as they could throw 
them ; beſides many other cruelties which 
they committed, which did not a little a- 
maze me, though they are too many to be 
numbred, 

I do alſo affirme that the Spaxiards got. 
together as many of the Indians as pollibly 
they could croud into three houſes, and 
there,upon no occalion given,burnt them tg 
death. Artthat time it chanc'd that a cer- 
tain Presbyter, by name Ocexeſnatch'd an 
Infant out of the fire, which one of the 


Spaniards 
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Spaniards beholding , immediately took 
the child out of his hands, and threw it 
Into the fire 3 which Spaniard, the fame 
day thar he did this vile a&t, as he returned 
tO his Quarters,fe]] down dead by the way, 
whom I perſwaded the reft to leave un- 
buried, 

I havealſo ſeen them ſend to the Noble- 
men and chief Rulers of the {dias to come 
to them ,engaging to fecure themgand co ler 
them return inpeacez bue when they came, 
they caufed them to be immediately burnt. 
Two they burnt while 1 was preſcnt,one be- 
Ing the Lord of Audwjagthe other of Tumte- 
la ; neither could I by any periwattons 

revail with them to take chem aur of the 
Ree z and this I ſpeak in the preſence of 
God, and according to my own conſcience, 
that I never knew of any commotion or 
rebellion raiſed by the Iz4;ans of Peru a- 
gainſt them, though it was apparent to all 
how they did torment and mafſacre them. 
Which had they done , conſidering how 
the Spaniards broke their taith and promi- 
ſes to them, how againft all Law and 
Right they praftis*d nothing elſe but their 
deſolation and deſtruction, certainly they 
had done well,chuling rather noble a death, 
then to endure ſuch tedious miſeries. 
' Idoe allo afficme out of the mouths of 
the Indians themſelves, that greater quan- 


tities of Gold lie hid then are yet diſco- 
vered, 
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F vered, which becauje ot the cruelties and 
| injuſtice of the Spaniards, they are loath 
| to reveale*, nor will reveale, till the ty- 
rannical hand of the Spariurds thall be 
taken off them, rather chuſing to dye, as 
others have done. Wher«by Gd is offen- 
dcd, and the Aﬀeaires of the King many 
times imped:d ; For he bath been defrau- | 
ded ct more then would ſerve to main- 
tain Cajizle, the recovery of which cannot 
be pertormed without much diftculty and 
large cxpences. | 

And thus far I have related the very 
words of this religious perſon, confirm'd 
by the Biſhop of M:-x:co, before whom he 
Juſtificd all that is here written. 

Here we muſt confider theſe things to be 
ſach as this Religious perſon was an eye- 
witnefſe of, having traveid long in thoſe 
parts for the ſpace of above nine or ten 
yeares, and had compaiſed above fifty or a 
hundred miles of that Country,when there 
were bur few Spaniards thar liv'd in thoſe 
parts;though afterwards to the noiſe of the 
Gold there flockt thither above tive thou- 
ſand, v-ho ſcattercd themſelves through” 
thoſe Jzrge Provinces , that contain'd in 
Iength above five or £00. miles, which they 
totally Jaid waſte, commirting rather more 
and greater cruclties' then they had done 
in any other Countries; and to fay truth, 
from that time until this preſent year, they 

des 
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deftroy'd a thoutand times more perſons 
then he makes mention of, and with leſſe 
fare, either of God, or of the King, and 
with leſſe pity they maffacred the greateſt 
part of mankind of thoſe that inhabited 
thoſe Regions, killing above four millions 
of people. 

A few dayes after, with darts made of 
reeds, they ſhot at the moſt potent Queen, 
who was the Wite of Elmguus, in whoſe 
hands the whole Adminiftration of the Go- 
vernment 'of theſe Kingdomes remain'd, 
which occaſioned him to rebel againſt 
them, and to this day he holds out againſt 
them : At length they took his Queen, 
and contrary toall right and equity, they 
put her to death, though it was reported 
that ſhe was great with child, for no other 
cauſe but that they might affli& her hus- 
band. Bur if 1 ſhould goe to particula- 
rize the murders and flaughters committed 
in that Region, the Reader would finde 
them ſo horrid and ſo numerous, that in 
both reſpe&ts they would far exceed what 
hath been ſaid touching the other parts of 
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Of the New Kingdome of 
GRANATA. 


N theyeare 1539. many of theſe Fy- 

rants departing from Vexccuela , Santa 

Martha and Carthagewd, met together 
to make a Conqueſt of Peru, And many 
others comming our of the ſame Regions, 
having a defire to make a further Progreſs, 
they tound many pleaſant Countries, a- 
bout ſome goo. miles from Carthagens, 
& divers gallant Provinces,well ftored with 
courteous and aff:sble Inhabitants like to 
other places in Ix4ia, abcunding alfo in. 
Gold and Preciovs Stones. whick are Cale 
led Emraulds; which Provinces by a new 
name they called New Granata , becauſe 
that the Tyrant that firſt came into theſe 
parts was borne in the Kingdome of Gra- 
nate, Ang becauſe thoſe that robb'd and 
{poil'd theſe Countries, were cruel men, - 
and perverſe Stewards, famous butchers 
and ſpillers of kumane blood, therefore 
are their diabolical ations ſo great and 


ſo many, chart they farre ſurpaſſed thoſe 


which were done before them in other 
Countrics, of which, ſome of the moſt (e- 
ttt ones f{ will rehearſe. A 
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A certain Governour , becauſe he thar 
deftroy'd thoſe parts would not admit him 
to ſhare with him in his gettings, made 
certain Inquiſitions and proofes , which 
he got prov'd by many iwitneflt's, by 
which are apparent the murders and ho- 
micides which che other committed; in the 
committing whereof he perſeveres unto 
this day; There were read in the Counce, 
and ſtand theſe recorded, 

In the ſaid Examinations the witneſſes 
depoſe , that when all theſe Kingdomes 


were peaceful, the Indians ſerv'd the Spa= 


ziards, getting their living by painful la- 
bours in the tillage of che Earth, bring» 
ing them what quantity of Gold or Gems 
they had or could ger, having alſo divided 
their houſes and their habitations among 
chem, of which they are not a little co» 
vetous, as being a means for them to obtain 
their Gold the more eafily. 

But when alll the Indzaxs were Jabouring 
under their accuſtomed tyranny, the Chiet 
Captain and Tyrant of the Spaniards took 
the King and Lord of the Country, and 
kept him a priſoner for the ſpace of ſix or 
ſeven moneths, for no other reaſon then to. 
ſqueez from him what Gold and precious 
Stones he could, The ſaid King, whoſe 
name was Bygata , through fear promiſed 
him that he would give him a golden 
houſe, hoping by that meanes to be fet at 

libertyz 
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liberty; and ſo he ſent his Indians, who 
brought back great ſums of Gold and: 
Precious Stones. But becaufe the King 
gave them not a golden houſe , therefore. 
they told him that he muſt be put to death, 
becauſe he did not ftand to his word. 
Whereupon the Tyrant commanded that 
he {hould be brought before him 3 and 
thus they preſum'd to call to judgement 
one of the greateſt Kings of the Land. 
Whereupon ſentence was given that hee 
ſhould be tormented , becaute he had nor 
given the pgold'n houſe, Whereupon they 
tortur'd him, dropping hot fope upon his 
belly ; then they fetterd his two feet to 
two poſts or ſtakes, and bound his neck to 
another ; then.two men holding his hands, 


they ſet fire to his feer, the: Tyrant com= 
ming now and theri to him, and threat- 


ningdeath to him, vnlefſe that he would 
te]] them where his treaſnre Jay 3 But that 
conid not be done, tor with torments they 
ſoon «nded bis lite. Which things,while they 
were doing, thediſpleaſure of Heaven fel! 
upon the City for their ſakes , whereby 
ic was immediately conſunyd with fire. 
Theother Captaincs of the Spaniards, re- 
{ſolving to walk in their Leaders footſteps, 
b<cauſfe they knew no Art but that of diſ- 
membring the poor people, were not leſs 
guijty of the ſame crimes, with divers and 
moſt horrible rorments affli&ing both the 

Nobles 
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Nobles and the Commonaly which - it ec 


mitted themſelves unto them, though they 
would faine have bought their peace with 
reat preſents both of Gold ard Precions 
tones. They tormented them onely chat 
they might obtaine from them the greater 
Sums of Gold and Silver ; and thus all the 
Noble Blood-of that Country was fpilt 
in a moſt barbarous and ſhameful man- 

ner. | 
One time it happend thata certain num- 
ber of the Indians, full of innocence and 
{implicicy , came ro proffer their ſervice 
to the Spaniſh Captain ; Bur while they 
thought themſelves fate under the prote- 
tion of their own humilicy, a Captain at 
that inſtant came ro the City where they 
ſerv'd their Maſters,who after he had ſup'd, 
commanded all the Indians , who were 
fleeping and reſting from the hardneffe of 
their labours, to be all put ro the ſword; 
Which ſlaughter he made wirh intention 
to make himſelfe che more dreadful to all 
the Country. Once the Captain comman- 
ded all the Spariards that they ſhould 
bring forth as many of the I:dian Lords 
or common people, as they had in their 
houſes,into a publick place, and there k1ll 
them;and thus they ſlew above four or five 
hundred men. This the witneſſes afhrme 
of a certain particular Tyrant , that he 
exercisd very great cruelties , by cut= 
ung 
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ting off che hands, noſes, and feet both of 
if men and women. 

| } Another time it happend that the chief 
'K Captain ſent an Officer into the Province of 
'Ki - . 
Pogata, to enquire who had ſucceeded the 
Prince that was ſo cruelly murdeced; who 
riding many miles into the Country, took 
the Indians captive, cutting off the hands 
and ears of many of them, 'onely becauſe 
they would not tell who was their Kings 
Succeflor ; others they threw to their dogs 
to be torn to pieces; and thus they kill'd 
and dcftroy'd great numbers of the Bidi- 
ans in theſe parts. 

Upon a certain day, about the fourth 
watch of the night, they fell upon many 
Princes, Peers, and other men who thought 
themſelves in ſafety : for the Spaniards had 
made promiſe to them that they ſhould not 
receive. any injury ; upon which promiſe 
they came out of their lurking holes in 
the mountaines, returning withoue any 
fear or ſuſpition co their houſes; all theſe 
this Tyrant took , and caufing them to 
"| Jay their hands upon the ground, with his 
its own ſword cut them off, telling them that 
lf he would chaſtiſe them for not declaring 
where their King was. 

Another time , becauſe the Ind:@ns did 
not bring a cheſt of Gold to the Captain 
which he required, he therefore ſent for» 
ces to mar? war upon them , in which 

war 
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war ſo many wereſlain, ſo many diſmem- 
bred, that the number was hardly to be 
reckond 3 beſides others that they caſt to 
their dogs, bred up and ted with humane 
fleſh, who were immediately devoured by 
them. 

Another time the Tnhabitants of another 
Province, ſeeing that they had murderd 
abouc four or: five of their chief Princes 
and Rulers, fledin fear toa eertain moun- 
tain tor ſhelter againfſttheir inbumane ene- 
mics, where there were got together above 
foure or five thouſand Indiaus, as hath 
becn proved by witneffes : But the Cap- 
tain, or Governanr of the Spaniards, fent 
a notorious Tyrant with a company of 
Souldiers to reduce, as he ſaid, thoſe re- 
bellious Indians, that had fled from their 
flaughrers and crueltiesz and to chaſtiſc 
them for it, as if they had done an unlaw- 
ful ation;or as if puniſhment had been due 
to the Indianc,and not rather more defer» 
yed by them(ſclves,to have bin us'd without 
all pity , who had fhewd themſclves fo 
mercilefle to others. The Spaniards ſcale 
this Mountain by force, for the Indians 
were weak and unarmed , telling them 
that they defired peace if they would a 
down their Armes; whereupon they al 

immediately threw away their weapons, 
which when the chief Tyrane beheld, he 
ſcat to certain of the Spariards to pollefſe 


thems 
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- themſclves of the cheife places of ſtrength 
in the Mcuntaine.; and then commanded 
them tofall upon the Indians. Whereupon 
they fall upon them as Wolves or Lyons 
fall upon a flock of. ſheep, till they were 
wearled with murdering ; but they had no 
ſooner taken breath, but he commanded 
them again to renew their fury, and caus'd 
them to precipitate the reſt which were re- 
maining from the top of che Rock which 
was very high and ſteep. - And the wit- 
neſſes affirm that they have ſeen a cloud of 
Indians falling down from the Mountain, 
which were ail bruis'd to peices, 

And to finiſh his erael enterpriſe, he 
caus'd the Indians that had hid themſelves 
among the thickets to be ſcarched out and 

uu tothe ſword, and then thrown down 
rom the tops of the high mountaines. 

And not fatiated with theſe cruelries, that 

their horrible abominations might be the 

more notorious, he gave command that all 
the I dians that were reſerv*d alive fhould 
be kept by his particular ſouldiers as their 

{laves, a caſtome which they conſtantly ob- 

ſerved ; as for the women, thoſe excepted 

whom they thought moſt fic for their ſer- 

"04 vice, rhey were all thruſt together into a 

PF houſe made of ftraw. and there burnt to 

1 death, to the number of above four or five 

I! hundred. 
''l The ſame Tyrant came to the City of 
Cota 
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Cota where he cook an infinite fight of peo- 
ple, and caſt fifteen or fixteen of the Nobles 
and Lords of the Kingdom to his dogs, 
cutting of the hands of many of the Indians 
both men and women, which he hung upon 
a perch for the 1y4ians ro behold; in this 
manner were ſeen hung tegecher above 
ſeventy paire of hands. This is alfo to be 
added that they .cut off the noſes both of 
Infants and their Mothers. 

No man can rehearſe the cruelties com- 
mitted by this man, the enemy of God; 
They are innumerable, neither heard of nor 
ſeen before, eſpecially thoſe committed in 
Guatimala, which were their chicfe maſter- 
peices in this art of deftrution which they 
have been ſo long prattifing. 

The witnefles do moreover adde this, 
that the cruelties and {laughters committed 
in the faid new Kingdome of' Granata 


by the faid Captain. and his accom- 


plices the deſtroyers and Abaddons of 


mankinde, who are with.' him, and to 


whom he gives the power to 'exerciſe theſe 


ſtrange abominations, are {o many and io 


great, that if his Majeſty do -not ſtop the 


deluge of evils ,which they bring along 


with them ( for the ſlanghrters of the Indians 


are made onely through the deſire of their 
Gold, though it be all in their own hands 


already ) in a very ſhort time the Kingdom 


will be ruin'd & laid deſolate, and the land 
| | when 
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"when all the Inhabitants are deſtroy'd muſt 


of neceſſity lie uncill'd. | 
In this place we muſt noe paſſe by a moſt 


pernicious cruelty of theſe Tyrancs which 
was ſo violent, that in the ſpace of two or 
three years ( for no longer time there was 


between the deſolation and the diſcovery 


of this Kingdom which was the moſt popws 
lous Country in the whole World ) they 
zotally ruin'd and depopulated the whole 
Country, ſhewing themſelves ſo void of 
compaſſion, ſo empty of grace, 1o regards 
lefſe of the Kings honour, that they had 
not left a perſon living, had not his Majeſty 
a little ſtopt the current of their cruelty : 
which I the more eafily believe, becauſe] 
have ſeen my -ſelfe in a few dayes ſeveral 
great Kingdomes and Countries deſtrey'd. 
and deſolate. There are ſome large Pro- 
vinces adjJoyning to the Kingdom of new. 
Granata which are call'd Popagan and Caliz. 
and three or four others which ſtretch theme. 
ſelves in length above 500. miles, which 

they deftroy'd in the ſame manner as they 
did the other, and by their foreſaid Maſſa- 

cres brought down to the loweſt degree of 

deſolation, and rhis ſome who return'd out 
of theſe Countries & came to us relate 5 Bur 

if there were ever any thing to be be- 

wailed by man, they were the flories which 

they told of large Cities ruin'd: and buri- 


cd in their own aſhes 5 ſcarce fifty houſes

The Sparvards which areamong the Indians 
do breed up a ſort of fierce dogs,which they 
reach and inſtru to fall upon the Indians. 
and devour them. Now letall men, jud 'e 
whether Chciftians or Tarks,in this it ni_k 
Imports not, Whether ſo much cruelcy. 
ever peirc'd their cares before. Theſe dogs 
they rakealong with them in all thel6, Exe. 
peditions, carrying alſo divers Indigagin 
chainesfor the ſuſtenance of thoſe dogs.:
